The 29 major traffic improve- 

ment proposals in the St, Louis 


county bond issue to be. voted 
on Nov. 22 are divided into 
three of the eight propositions 
appearing on the ballot, but 
they constitute a unified attack 
on a single problem—the coun- 
ty’s horse - and - buggy highway 
system. ’ 

When St. Louls county begat 
changing from a predominantly 
farming community before the 
turn of the century into a “bed- 
room annex” to the City of St. 
Louis, its street and highway 
pattern took shape to serve the 
newer purpose — getting city 
workers back and forth to their 
homes in the suburbs. 

The series of valleys and 
ridges making up the eastern 
county’s drainage system also 
converged on the city and gave 
added emphasis to the radial 
peitern of development. 

Early Pattern Inadequate. 

Those radial access lines, 
though improved from time to 
time in the past, are woefully 
inadequate to handle today’s 
rush-hour demands, and the in- 
tervening years have brought 
new complications. 

There was little need in the 
early days for north-south thor- 
oughfares, but with the explosive 
growth of the county population 
since World II, accompanied by 
the extensive establishment of 
industry and other large em- 
ployers in the suburbs, the need 
for rapid movement between 
the northern and southern parts 
has sharply intensified. 

Here is the way the bond is- 
sue would meet these multiple 
needs: 

Proposition No. 1 would pro- 
vide $8,500,000 for the coun- 
ty’s one-half share of acquiring 
rights-of-way for three radial ex- 
pressways and a fourth through- 
way west of Lindbergh boule- 
vard for north-south traffic. 

Proposition No. 3 for $9,837,- 
000 would permit some 23 ma- 
jor improvements in all parts 
of the county. 

Proposition No. 6 would pur- 
chase rights-of-way and pay for 
partial construction of an Inner- 
belt Highway to handle north- 
south traffic through the more 
congested parts of the county 
east of Lindbergh. This would 
cost $16,100,000. 

Access to County Hospital. 

One example of the need for 
better north-south arteries was 
supplied by M. Eugene Baugh- 
rman, county planning director. 
It concerns St. Louis County 
Fospital, That institution on 
Prentwood boulevard in Clay- 
ton receives the great bulk of 
cmergency cases from through- 
out the county. Yet, the am- 
bulance driver with an accident 
patient from the northern or 
southern part of the county 
finds no direct route to. the cen- 
tral area. 

When fractions of & minute 
may mean the difference be- 
tween life and death, the driver 
must pursue a Zig-Zag course 
from one dead-end intersection 
to another and around large 
areas occupied by cemeteries 
and various institutions. 

He may have similar delays 


as the result of one-way bridges, 
railroad crossings blocked by 
slow moving freights, and major 
intersections badly snarled with 
traffic that has outgrown the 


capacity of the streets. 


Brentwood boulevard near the 
hospital is, itself, one of the 
streets 


most heavily congested 


in the county because of its in- 
tersection, a half mile south of 
the hospital, with Clayton road.

As one of his 
reasons for rejecting the pro- 
posal Molotov implied that the 
West merely wanted to get vital 
military information now con- 
cealed by the rigid security 
system maintained behind the 
Iron Curtain. 


Again taking the hopeful 
view, American delegates be- 
lieve that Molotov has been 
impressed with the arguments 
by the West that an effective 
system of control is essential to 
any disarmament plan. Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
has repeatedly quoted from the 
May 10 Soviet disarmament pro- 
posal and Premier Bulganin’s 
statement at the summit confer- 
ence stressing the importance 
of a control system.

A_ split 
among the men who threw out 
the Peron dictatorship less than 
two months ago led to a gove 
ernment crisis and emergency 
conferences among military 
leaders. 

President Lonardi was ree 
ported at the First Infantry 
Regiment headquarters but hig 
status was unciear. 

Rear Adm. Isaac Rojas, a hero 
of the rebellion against the 
ousted President Juan D. Peron, 
scurried between'civil and mili- 
tary conferences as tension ine 
creased overnight. 

Some veteran political observe 
ers said Lonardi had a chance 
of surviving the crisis and 
warned not to count him out 
too early. 

A consultative junta was re- 
ported to have drafted an ulti- 
matum giving Lonardi the 
choice of “democratizing” the 
government with basic changes 
in key positions or ee + Sana 

Has Wide Following. 

Lonard! was widely acclaimed 
in Argentina after leading rebel 
forces to victory over the Peron 
regime in the five-day conflict 
that began last Sept. 16. Lonar- 
di has a wide follewing In both 
civil and military life, but some 
observers said leaders feel he 
has not ruled strongly enough 
in the wake of Peron's hard- 
fisted dictatorship. 

Also, Lonardi has been in 
poor health. Herecently spent 
two days in a hospital] for treat- 
ment of an undisclosed ailment. 
Unconfirmed reports said he 
has ulcers. 

Lonardi’s second cabinet siiyf- 
fle in two days—dropping At- 
torney Eduardo Busso as Minis- 
ter of Interior and Justice—was 
reported to have sparked a 
string of resignations in the 
cabinet, the Supreme Court and 
many lower courts Saturday.

Circuit Attorney Edward L. 


Dowd replied yesterday to criti- | 
cism over delay in presenting | 


the cases of two robbery de- 
svn Gals Lo the grand jury, say- 
ing his office always will have 
a “sincere and scrupulous re- 
gard for the rights of individ- 
uals who stand accused of 
crimes.” 

The cases were those of two 
Scott Air Force Base airmen, 
arrested with two others last 
July 28, who were freed at a 
preliminary hearing Aug. 14 and 
immediately arrested again, on 
the same robbery charges. 

The victim was beaten and 
robbed of $10. In a detailed re- 
view of the matter, Dowd said 
part of the case was presented 
to the grand jury in September, 
but that it could not be com- 
pleted because the victim was in 
a hospital and “because the 
grand jury was following an 
instruction given by Judge 
(James E.) McLaughlin that the 
police pay-off was to be con- 
cluded during their term.” 

Inaccuracies in Report. 

The circuit attorney said his 
first reaction to criticism that 
he had been careless of civil 
rights was one of “shocked dis- 
belief,” but that because reports 
of the criticism “contained such 


inaccurate and misleading state- 
ments” he felt “compelled to 
issue a detailed reply.” 

Dowd noted that the two men 
were freed by Provisional Judge 
William O'Toole, “despite the 
strong evidence in the case,” 
and said: “It was the opinion of | 
the assistant in charge of the 
case that the discharge was im- 
proper and he exercised his 
legal right to order the defend- 
ants re-arrested.” 

The circuit attorney said a 
witness saw four men flee from | 
the robbery scene in. an auto- | 
mobile, notified authorities, and 
they were arrested a few min- 
utes later. A piece of taped 
pipe and the victim's personal 
papers were found in the car, 
he said, and charges were filed | 
the same day. 

He said he felt that circum- | 
stances of the case “do not in- | 
dicate any carelessness on the | 
part of the circuit atto~ney’s | 
staff” and that “we would have | 
been derelict in our duty” if 
the two men had not been re- | 
arrested, in view of a brutal 
beating of the robbery victim. 


No Basis to Insinuation. 

“The insinuation that the air- 
men didn’t know who their ac- 
cuser was had no basis in fact,” 
he said, because “the victim's 
name was contained in the sec- 
ond -information just as it had 
been in the first information.” 

In past years, even longer 
delays were “commonplace,” he 
said, adding: “The situation was 
repugnant and was corrected | 
with the inception of my admin- | 
istration. I am not unaware that | 
an unwarranted deprivation of | 
liberty is intolerable. For ex-| 
ample, early in 1954 [ estab-| 
lished a ‘Sunday’ warrant office |

FORTUNATELY, AT ADENAUER’S 
right hand is another dedicated European, 
Foreign Minister Heinrich von Brentano. 
Western observers in Bonn doubt the loy- 
alty of some of the mén around Adenauer 
to the ideal of Western unity and partic- 
ipation in NATO. But they have complete 
faith in Von Brentano and they are con- 
fident he will resist any trend toward 
gradual acceptance of reunification on 
Soviet terms. His departure would be a 
sign that the Federal republic had re- 
versed its position. 

At a press conference in Geneva this 
week Von Brentano in turn expressed 
complete confidence in the loyalty of the 
three Western foreign ministers to the 
concept of a Germany reunified by free 
elections. This was, above all, an expres- 
sion of confidence in Pinay and Pinay’s 
determination to resist the neutralists in 
France as Von Brentano is doing in Ger- 
many.

Five years from now, elementary school en- 
rollments for the nation as a whole will be 28 
per cent above 1954. By 1969, high school 
enrollments will be up 70 per cent. Fifteen 
years from now college enrollments probably 
will have doubled. 

In Missouri, the scope of the challenge is 
easily grasped. A recent report by the State 
Department of Education estimates conserva- 
tively that Missouri in the next five years will 
need to build at least 8000 more classrooms, 
which would cost 50 per cent more than Missouri 
spent for the purpose during past five years. 
Each of these classrooms will need a teacher.

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How the nation, the states, and each com- 
munity meet the coming crisis in education is 
going to be one of the truly great tests of 
American democracy in the next decade. Can 
the challenge be met without permitting a 
catastrophic decline in the quality of educa- 
tion? Can the quality actually be improved, as 
it ought to be, while greater numbers are being 
accommodated? 

. _ - 

Some idea of the tremendous range of this 
problem can be obtained from a study just 
published by the Fund for the Advancement of 
Education called Teachers for Tomorrow. 

This report estimates that over the next 10 
years it would take more than half of all college 
graduates to meet the need for new school 
teachers. But in recent years, only one fifth of 
college graduates have entered teaching. Hence 
an acute teacher shortage and, worse yet, a 
shortage of good teachers is almost inevitable. 

Teachers for Tomorrow concludes that in 
consequence “we can almost certainly expect a 
progressive erosion of quality of education if we 
preserve the present arrangements for recruit- 
ment, training and utilization of teachers.” 

Not all the answers consist of simply training 
more teachers. Nor is it enough to say that 
teachers should get higher salaries, though they 
should. Teachers for Tomorrow presents a 
strong case for also making better use of the 
teaching talent available. As presently organized, 
the study finds, teaching wastes trained man- 
power. It burdens the teacher with non-profes- 
sional tasks, assigns the best and the poorest 
teachers to the same tasks, and fails to unleash 
the student’s own natural capacity to learn.

One approach to a solution has been tried in 
Bay City, Mich., where “teacher’s aides,” like 
nurse’s aides in hospitals, were assigned to re- 
lieve the best teachers of clerical, housekeeping 
and other non-professional tasks. Initial results 
indicated that a teacher with such assistance 
could teach more students and that the students 
made equally good if not better progress by 
comparison with others. 

Whether or not this particular practice rec- 
ommends itself when fully tested, clearly there 
is great need for imaginative attention to all 
the ways of improving teaching effectiveness. 
For even if great strides are taken in overcom- 
ing the shortage of teachers, improvement of the 
quality will remain a major objective. 

That is one of the problems to be faced by 
the White House Conference on Education, to 
be held Nov. 28-Dec. 1. It is a problem to. be 
faced by the presidential and congressional can- 
didates in next year's election, who. simply 
must deal constructively at last with the question 
of federal aid. But equally it is a problem to be 
faced by every community in the land, whose 
people bear the primary responsibility for meet- 
ing the educational challenge that lies ahead.

Out of the Hospital 

The thousands of persons who turned out to 
welcome President Elsenhower back to Wash- 
ington spoke for the country as well as for 
themselves. 

Their welcome was warmly personal but mu¢h 
more. In these cheers and greetings from his 
fellow citizens the President was being told 
how glad they are that the man they elected 
is progressively returning to his duties. 

Mr. Eisenhower goes to Gettysburg on Mon- 
day, but there almost as well as in Washington 
he can, health permitting, resume active direc- 
tion of the Administration. An office is being 
opened for him in Gettysburg, and arrangements 
have been made for Cabinet meetings and other 
official conferences either at his farm or at 
Camp David in Maryland. 

As the President gradually takes over, foreign 
policy deserves first claim on his energies. 
Communist sources in Geneva, which has been 
the origin of so much disappointment during 
the foreign ministers’ conference, have been 
telling American newsmen that uncertainty in 
Moscow arising from the President’s heart at- 
tack accounts for the new hardness in Molotov's 
attitude. Moscow is marking time, these sources 
say, until its leaders can decide whether the 
President's illness may lead to changes in 
American foreign policy. 

How true this gossip is nobody can guess. 
But it is a fact that President Eisenhower 
seemed to have gained the Russian leaders’ con- 
fidence in a way nobody else in the Administra- 
tion could do. He has other people’s confidence 
as well; Marshal Montgomery calls him the 
“most useful man in the world.” As he con- 
tinues his recovery, the country will hope that 
he gives first attention to reinvigorating the 
“spirit of Geneva.” 
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In the Wake of the Mary Celeste 

The finding of the waterlogged hulk of the 
70-ton cabin cruiser Joyita off Pago Pago with 
her 25 crewmen and passengers missing has re- 
vived the famous mystery of the Mary Celeste 
which was found under somewhat similar cir- 
cumstances in mid-Atlantic in 1872. 

The Joyita bore marks of an explosion and of 


larly the British newspapers, with explanations 
based on mutiny, murder, insanity, pirates, sea 
monsters, swimming races in the ocean, and 
other impossible things. The Mary Celeste just 
simply took the place of the Flying Dutchman 
as a phantom of the Seven Seas. 

And the mystery of the Mary Celeste will re- 
main until the ocean gives up the bones of the 
many ships that strew her floor. But the loss 
of the 25 persons aboard the Joyita probably 
will be solved—storm or explosion. If not, stand 
by for death-bed confessions and all the rest! 
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Battle Won, War to Fight 

The war waged by the State of Maine’s booster 
bureaucracy against Bernard De Voto ended 
with an apology by Gov. Edmund S. Muskie to 
the Harper’s Magazine columnist. This left De 
Voto triumphant on the field, and the banner of 
a free press waving undaunted in a subsiding 
wind of intimidation. The scene was steeped in a 
gallantry not matched since Lee and Grant met 
at Appomattox. There is a temptation to treat 
it as a joke—which, in a way, it was—and to 
tell the North-of-Boston folks that this is what 
they may expect when they elect Democratic 
administrations. Yet the incident was serious. 


It was not serious so much because Everett 
F. Greaton, director of the Maine division of 
recreation, took umbrage at De Voto’s descrip- 
tion of once beautiful Highway No. 1 and so 
indignantly cancelled all Maine advertising in 
Harper's. That method of attempting to silence 
criticism is rarely tried these days because it 
practically never works. 

What is serious is that Maine’s Highway No: 
1—and many another road running through some 
of the most beautiful parts of this country—has 
been turned into exactly what De Voto called 
it: “an uninterrupted eyesore of drive-ins, din- 
ers, souvenir stands, purulent amusement parks, 
cheapjack restaurants and the kind of cabins 
that my companion described as mailboxes.” 


Such destruction of natural beauty calls for 
criticism every bit as strong as De Voto made it. 
Granted that food and lodging, gasoline and oil 
are desired, these can be provided without mak- 
ing the attractions unattractive. That has been 
demonstrated in national and state parks and 
wherever it has been possible to impose rea- 
sonable restrictions on a blatant, honky-tonk 
commercialism. 

Compare, for example, the beauty of New 
York’s new throughway with the average road 
lined by gaudy filling stations, phoney handi- 
craft stands, eateries and an endless disgust of 
billboards, large and small. No wonder those 
who have the time take to the rough but un- 
spoiled back-roads. 

It may be that the quick-dollar crowd is kill- 
ing its own goose, but is that our only reliance 
for the restoration of the beauty of the country- 
side? Why, it would take a few generations for 
even abandoned Kewpie-doll shacks to. collapse 
and be blotted out by the grasses, the vines and 
the trees. 
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And He Said It in Dixie! 


C. Harvey Gardiner, associate professor of 
history at Washington University, cast discretion 
to the winds when he appeared before the South- 
ern Historical Association in convention at Mem- 
phis and sought to tear the mantle of chivalry 
from the shoulders of Gen. Joseph O. Shel- 
by, one of the Confederacy’s greatest cavalry 
leaders. 

It would take a psychiatrist, not a historian, 
Dr. Gardiner said, to explain why the dashing 
Shelby led the remnants of his army into Mexico 
instead of surrenderng as did Gen. Robert E. 
Lee. Dr. Gardiner challenged a paper by a 
Louisiana State University professor who main- 
tained that Gen. Shelby’s move was a last 
gesture of Confederate chivalry. 

Perhaps another paper might now be written 
on how Dr. Gardiner, after such a speech in 
such a stronghold of the Old South, was able to 
make a successful retreat from Memphis back 
to St. Louis. 
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Top Priority 
Proposition No. 1 — for Expressways, 
$8,500,000. 


Proposition No. 3—for Supplementary 
Roads, Bridges 


and Grade Crossings, 
$9,837,000. 


Proposition No. 6—for Inner Belt High- 
way, $16,100,000. 

These three bond issue proposals, in our 
opinion, are the most important of the eight to 
be voted on by St. Louis county citizens Nov. 22. 
Without depreciating the other five, county vot- 
ers would be wise to give the three highway 
propositions top priority. For unless these items 
are approved, the county will be more and more 
strangled by traffic congestion, as the presenta- 
tion in today’s PICTURES so graphically shows. 


The Expressway item ranks at the very top 
of the list. The $8,500,000 would pay for the 
county’s share of the right-of-way on three ra- 
dial expressways léading into the downtown 
area, and on an Outer Belt bypass to carry 
interstate traffic around the metropolitan area. 


For every county dollar spent on this pro- 
gram, the state and Federal governments would 
spend more than $6.50. City voters last May 
approved their share of the Mark Twain, Daniel 
Boone and Ozark expressway costs and it is up 
to county voters to finish the job. If for nothing 
else, they should vote for Proposition No. 1. 


But improving communication within the coun- 
ty is quite as important as improving it between 
county and city. That is why Proposition No. 3 
is so necessary. Improvements to West Floris- 
sant road, Midland boulevard, Rock Hill road, 
Laclede Station road, Mackenzie and Reavis 
Bargacks roads, Union and Sappington roads, 
and all the other 23 projects included in this 
item would repair the county's ailing circula- 
tion system—and not a moment too soon. Roads 
and streets built to carry half the present popu- 
lation and half the present auto traffic have 
become drastically inadequate. 

The Inner Belt highway contemplated in Prop- 
osition No. 6 has been criticized, but we believe 
it to be urgently needed to facilitate north-south 
movement through rapic'y growing areas. True, 
it is an expensive project, since the county must 
pay the whole cost without state or federal aid.

Youth's shunning of science is creating a tragic situation, 
says chemist who heads large enterprise; he urges better pay 
for teachers; says scientists and engineefs should explain 
excitement of their work and its satisfactions in a full life.

This year we graduated about 26,000 
engineers; it is estimated that we could 
have used between 35,000 and 40,000, 

Most of the manpower experts agree 
that the situation is most serious at the 
high school level. This is very disturb- 
ing because it is commonly accepted 
that the decision as to whether or not 
a young person will become a scientist 
or engineer is usually settled in the 
ninth or tenth grade. 

Only one out of eleven high school 
students studies chemistry. A physics 
magazine states flatly that the youths 
of our nation are 
“staying away from 
physics in droves.” 

Since 1900, the 
percentage of high 
school students 
studying algebra 
has declined from 
56 per cent to about 
25 per cent; of 
those studying ge- 
ometry from a little 
over 25 per eent to 
roughly 12 per cent. 

In sample sur- 
veys, teen-agers 
voted mathematics p;. Charles A. Thomas 
and foreign lan- 
guages the two most unpopular sub- 
jects in school. 

The proportion of high school gradu- 
ates of today who have taken two or 
more years of science and mathematics 
is less than half that of 1915. 


Public’s View of the Scientist 


The first reason why I believe science 
is suffering from an inability to beget 
sufficient heirs is that it seems to me 
few people actually understand what 
we do. 

Perhaps that is not too surprising, 
for we specialists ourselves sometimes 
seem shockingly ignorant of what goes 
on beyond the artificial barriers which 
split our world of science into tight 
little islands of learning. 

Teen-agers in New England told a sur- 
vey-taker that they regarded the “scien- 
tist as cold, calculating, and without so- 
cial interest or moral standards—an oc- 
cupation fit for ‘queer geniuses.’” 

Young people’s minds, and those of 
their parents, have been poisoned by 
the insidious cloud of anti-intellectual- 
h hangs over this country like 
a great shroud.

Penny-Pinching and Teachers 


The recent witch hunts and the misap 
plication of some security regulations 
are outward blemishes which indicate 
the turmoil and unrest seething be- 
neath the surface of our society. 


Engineering News 


Half of the nation’s high schools do 
not offer courses in chemistry, while 
53 per cent have dropped physics from 
the curriculum. 

Ray C. Maul of the National Educa- 
tion Association found in a nation-wide 
survey that only 148 of 303 chemistry 
classes in 30 states were taught by 
teachers who had majored in chemistry. 

It is time we began to listen to the 
admonitions of the experts who warn 
that we are in a “tragic situation.” 

All too frequently for the good of 
our profession, a great many students 
who do have an instinctive interest in 
science have the misfortune to enter 
the classrooms of these unqualified 
teachers. 

There, either the spark of curiosity 
which they originally had is snuffed out 
by apathy, or they develop a healthy 
disrespect for all things scientific. 


Schools Resemble Cafeterias 


Our secondary school has become a 
sort of educational cafeteria offering a 
bewildering assortment of studies. And 
in selecting a bill of fare, too often the 
students regard the more difficult sub- 
jects as unappetizing, and choose only 
the light and frothy courses. 

Allowed to drift through their courses, 
they develop an inability to concentrate 
on demanding material; for the mind, 
like a muscle, requires exercise to be- 
come strong. 

Too frequently such an apathetic at- 
titude leads to a lack of desire for high- 
er education, which is an important 
reason, I believe, why fewer than half 
of the upper 25 per cent of all our high 
school graduates ever earn college de- 
grees. 

I think we scientists and engineers 
must concentrate more of our energies 
on this problem. 

We must take the time to become bet- 
ter interpreters of what we do. 

Bring a high school class into your 
laboratory occasionally. Let them 
breathe the air of a busy lab—stringent 
and perhaps obnoxious to the neophyte.

The Tragic End 
of a Poet's Life

ern poets must be a severe 

disappointment to those 
of their readers who expect 
them to live as they write, 
In general they are circum- 
spect members of society 
whose company manners and 
general decorum would de- 
serve no reproaches even at 
a church social. Dylan Thomas 
was different. The extrava- 
gance of color, the brooding 
depths of feeling and the wild 
soaring melody in his writing 
were also expressed and mag- 
nified in his personal be- 
havior. He died of acute 
alcoholism at the age of 39. 

The tragic aspect of this 
poet’s life and death become 
evident only with the realiza- 
tion that he was far from 
being a willing and a joyous 
profligate. There was nothing 
deliberate or calculated in his 
dissipation. He did not burn 
the candle at both ends mere- 
ly to see how bright a flame 
he could kindle. He was a 
driven man — tortured not 
only by the demands of his 
genius but by unlocated fears, 
as well, not to mention the 
more homely exactions that 
went with being a husband, a 
father and a breadwinner. So 
like any nerve - tormented 
bank teller, floorwalker or 
mail carrier he sought escape 
in drink. 

Dylan Thomas made three 
visits to the United States in- 
cluding his final one which 
ended with his death in a 
New York hospital. The man 
largely responsible for the 
American phase of his career 
was John Malcolm Brinin, 
poet, editor and one-time di- 
rector of the Y.M.-Y.W.H.A. 
Poetry Center in New York 
City. In his last named capac- 
ity Mr. Brinin brought 
Thomas to New York for a 
poetry reading and subse- 
quently obtained many other 
engagements for him through- 
out the United States.

F ROM being an agent and 


T HE private lives of mod-

poet Brinin soon became 
deeply involved in his life. It 
was a formidable experience 
and one that Mr. Brinin now 
describes with fascinating and 
uninhibited frankness in his 
newly released book “Dylan 
Thomas in America.” 

In the time that Thomas 
spent in and around New 
York and Boston, Brinin saw 
as much of his friend and 
client as his own affairs 
would permit.

Parties in mixed company 
often became embarrassing 
ordeals to Brinin and other 
friends of the shaggy Welsh 
poet. He would punctuate his 
conversation with obscene 
jokes and when a woman ex- 
cited him—however innoeent- 
ly—he immediately proposed, 
without benefit of metaphor 
or classical allusion, an inti- 
mate relation. His response to 
the playful adulation of a 
student group at a girl's col- 
lege in New England alarmed 
and scandalized the college 
authorities. After that episode 
his girl interviewers, wher- 
ever he went, were guarded 
like-vestal virgins. 

But irresponsible as he was 
Thomas never failed his audi- 
ences. His readings of his own 
works, of other modern poets 
or of classical drama were 
always deeply moving and 
those that heard him paid 
tribute not only to his poetic 
sense, but to his wonderfully 
deep and vibrant voice and 
his acting talent.

however, it was the man 
himself rather than his public 
talents who invited and se- 
cured a full measure of their 
devotion, Thomas moved in 
a steady progression from one 
hangover to another. He was 
unkempt in appearance, fre- 
quently boorish in manner, 
irresponsible as a child in 
taking care of his money, but 
the glow of a warm and 
passionately generous person- 
ality somehow escaped 
through these ugly externals.

RININ offers many par-

a person. Even if he hadn't 
the grief and dismay that 
settled over the band of fol- 
lowers whoé awaited the poet's 
end at St. Vincent's Hospi- 
tal, would have been proof 
enough that he had such a 
quality. 

Thomas's final seizure was 
accompanied by delirium 
leading into a deep coma.

suddenly broke not long after 
she walked into the hospital 
death watch. Exasperation 
over some minor affront 
turned? into something like 
madness, She clawed at the 
hospital attendants, tore a 
crucifix from the wall, shat- 
tered an image of the Virgin, 
and was finally led off to a 
rest sanitarium. 

It is not surprising that 
Mrs. Thomas takes an acidu- 
lous view of Brinin’s book. 
In a foreword she says that 
it presents a one-sided pic- 
ture of a many-sided subject, 
and verges on libel “between 
the lines.” 

In Mr. Brinin’s defense, it 
must be said that he doesn't 
attempt a rounded and ex- 
haustive study and clearly 
indicates the limits of his 
undertaking. He is puzzied 
and concerned about Thomas's 
profound neuroticism and his 
persistent resort to alcohol. 
And he tries to account for 
it by surmising that Thomas, 
at the time Brinin began to 
know him, was tormented by 
the fear that his creative 
forces were drying up.

The great bulk of the book, 
which contains no bibliogra- 
phy and little documentation, 
is based on public documents, 
etc., available to the public. 

The work is valuable for 
calling attention to the Soviet 
espionage threat but does 
not fulfill some of the claims 
that have been made for it. 
However, the 10-page con- 
clusion is thoughtful and well 
balanced. 

First, the author recom- 
mends, we should call atten- 
tion to Soviet espionage ac- 
tivities, then greatly expand 
and improve Western counter- 
intelligence agencies. Too 
much emphasis, he believes, 
is placed on quantity and rou- 
tine security checks, instead 
of using the imagination and 
psychology to detect mental 
and emotional instability of 
applicants for important po- 
sitions. Restrictions should be 
placed on espionage and 
propaganda activities of So- 
viet diplomatic missions. 

Outlawing national Com- 
munist parties is of doubtful 
value, the author concludes. 
He thinks hysterical anti- 
Communism has hurt us. How- 
ever, he would bar from 
sensitive positions persons 
whose background would 
make them targets for Com- 
munist pressure.

O much water has gone 
Sexe: the dam since 1954, 

and so much more will 
have gone over by 1956, that 
a chronicle of the various for- 
eign policy crises of that year 
is most useful. The diplo- 
matic correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch sets down the 
story, along with his per- 
sonal impressions of the 
places and persons figured in 
it, in the informal style of a 
diary. 

Nowadays we are given to 
understand that American 
foreign policy under John 
Foster Dulles has proceeded 
from one heady triumph to 
another. When one reviews 
the history of 1954, which 
may turn out to be, as Mr. 
Childs remarks, the critical 
year of the eptire postwar 
era, a strikingly different 
picture emerges. It is the pic- 
ture of an Administration 
stumbling blindly from crisis 
to crisis, acting not on the 
facts but on what it wished 
to be the facts, and coming 
so perilously close to a war 
that might have turned into 
the big one that it is still 
frightening to contemplate.

N the European front,

HETHER it was the 
W eecutisu movies of “Red 

Shoes” and “Hans Chris- 
tian Andersen,” or a new in- 
terest in incandescent fairy 
tales, or whatever it was that 
inspired the publishers to re- 
print this autobiography, the 
result is lovely and to my 
mind important. 


This book covers the auto- 
biography first published in 
Germany in 1847 plus ma- 
terial written several years 
later. As the new translator 
explains in his preface: 

“Hans Andersen wrote his 
autobiography in two parts, 
of which the first, originally 
published in German as one 
of his collected works, was 


quickly translated by the fa- 


mous Mary Howitt. ... Some 
years later, after the death 


of his faithful friend Inge- 
mann he brought his life's 


story up to date, using the 


letters he had written dur- 
ing the years to Ingemann.” 

Andersen wrote of himself 
with an extraordinary clarity. 
He was very poor and very 
rich, and he describes both 


states with meticulous detail. 


He seems to be trying to

world he lived in—a world 


which, to an ordinary person, 
would have seemed to be 
cruel indeed.

E knew the famous peo- 
He of his day, Jenny 


Lind, Balzac, Dumas, 


all over the world. When he 
finally told her about it she 
said, “I thought you would 
have been with princes,” and 
she trimmed a Christmas tree 
on a later day, and all the 
presents on it were for the 
happy little boy Hans Ander- 
sen had wanted to be. 


When he was really troubled, 
he wrote such as this: 


“I felt neither able nor 


impelled to meddle in politics, 
for I believe that in dur age 
they have been disastrous for 
many writers. Mrs. Politica is 
the Venus which entices them 
into her mountain, where 
they perish. ... In our days 
everyone wants to rule. Sub- 
jectivity is all powerful; but 
most do not remember that 
much which is theoretically 
thinkable, need not neces- 
sarily be practicable; they 
forget that things look differ- 
ent seen from the top of the 
tree from what they do seem 
from down by its roots.”

foreign service officer dis- 
cussing alternatives to EDC 
would merit dismissal.

But I suspect 
that history will attribute an 
equal or greater role to the 
restraining hand of our al- 
lies, the British in particular, 
and a role of some importance 
to the restraint of the poten- 
tial enemy. As it developed, 
nobody really wanted to risk 
war in the spring of 1954 ex- 
cept Radford, Nixon and 
Dulles.

MONG the many tales 
A ive clustered about the 

name of the late, great 
George Lyman Kittredge, one 
having to do with dictionaries 
was passed down at Harvard 
from student generation to 
student generation. In his 
Shakespeare class one day, 
Kittredge used a spelling not’ 
favored by a lexicographer. 
When a student confronted 
him with the printed evidence 
of his error, Kittredge sol- 
emnly uncapped his pen and 
revised the dictionary. 


This story carried for the 
student mind implications of 
regal authority and infallibil- 
ity commingled with a suspi- 
cion:- of arrogance. It is the 
tendency of all of us to re- 
gard any dictionary with un- 
critical reverence. Mr. Hule 
bert’s small book on dictione 
aries permits us to retain an 
informed respect for the bet- 
ter ones and for their makers; 
but it properly insists that 
our modern -lexicographers 
are scholarly recorders, not 
priestly lawgivers. In a sense, 
John Doe as well as Kitt. 
redge is superior to them. 


After presenting an intere 
esting sketch of the evolution 
on the English dictionary, Mr, 
Hulbert tells how dictionary 
makers work, how dictionaries 
are to be used, and what 
dictionaries best satisfy a few 
of our more ordinary needs, 
Although he has chosen to 
write for the common reader, 
as co-editor of “A Dictionary 
of American English,” Mr. 
Hulbert writes with authority, 


CASTLE GARAC, by Nicholas

CHOLAS MONSARRAT'S 
Noman “Castle Garac”’ is 

a far cry from his best- 
selling “The Cruel Sea,” but 
it is an arresting divertisse- 
ment presented with respect 
for the English language, and 
it moves fast, thriving on the 
suspense and surprise one 
demands of this sort of thing. 
If you approach it with the 
knowledge that Mr. Monsarrat 
makes no claims for it as a 
major work, just entertain- 
ment, you will spend a pleas- 
ant evening with a gifted 
storyteller. 

The hero of this adventure 
js an aspiring American 
novelist living in Paris, Tom 
Welles, who has just finished 
his first book and is living a 
rather hungry life as he waits 
for word from his agent. 
Then, under rather embar- 
rassing circumstances, he 
meets a well-to-do European, 
Paul Ehrenhardt, who gives 
him a job as his confidential 


secretary. Welles’s duties, 
along with entertaining Enren- 
hardt’s come-hither wife, are 
to find Ehrenhardt an empty 
castle to rent and to hire a 
girl to work for him too—a 
blonde, French girl, about 
nineteen, single and of aris- 
tocratic appearance and man- 
ner. 


What Ehrenhardt proposes 
to do with the castle and 
woman are a dark secret even 
to Welles, who is paid hand- 
somely but must ask no ques- 
tions. 


Ehrenhardt’s plan (it’s a 
scheme to make him a fortune, 
of course) would have pro- 
gressed much more smoothly 
if Welles hadn't fallen in love 
with the girl, Angele Cor- 
ton. A number of complica- 
tions occur after. Ehren- 
hardt dismisses Welles and 
takes Angele and his enter- 
prising cohorts out to the 
castle. For one thing, a band 
of gypsies nearly kill the 
blonde. For another, the for- 
tune of the lost Comtesse de 
Garac (whom Angele is to 
impersonate under his tute- 
lage) is embezzled by the New 
York trustee of the estate. 


Yet love wins out while 
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the fortune hunters lose ‘all. 
Welles and Angele are united 
after much bravery, a brief 
misunderstanding, and a good 
deal of mystery about her 
true identity. It appears at 
the end that she really may 
be the Comtesse de Garac— 
another of the accidents and 
coincidences which contribute 
substantially to the events 
Mr. Monsarrat relates. 


As I said, the plot is busy 
and the suspense is continu- 
ous. Mr. Monsarrat’s de- 
scriptive passages are excele 
lent, for example the visit to 
the gambling casino with 
Anna Ehrenhardt and Tom 
Welles’s night in the forest 
and vigil at the castle before 
bréaking into it. His chare- 
acters are fully drawn, al- 
though they are never faced 
with the kind of emotional 
crises which would cause 
them to reveal themselves in 
depth. Still it’s a pleasant 
novel. 


And the fact that it’s ute ' 


terly implausible really makes 
little difference. You enjoy it 
anyway, pleased that some- 
one who writes ‘so engagingly 
has found time to tell a fairy 
story for grownups.

Fred Saigh Comments on 
Cardinals and Baseball. 
HAT baseball is suffering 
7 from lack of courage and 
competent leadership at 
the top and that the baseball 
014 ae: are lagging behind 
asketball and football:in the 
procurement of talent are 
among interesting statements 
made by Fred Saigh, former 
Cardinal owner, in a letter to 
Extra Innings. 


Saigh wrote the letter in 
answer to what he interpret- 
ed as criticism of his regime 
in a recent column in which 
the statement was made that 
once more a team of baseball 
men—Frank Lane and Fred- 
die WHutchinson—would be 
running the Redbirds. 

“You stated that the Cardi- 
nals have had no baseball 
know-how since Branch Rick- 
ey and Sam Breadon were 
running the Cardinals,” Saigh 
wrote. “Of course Breadon 
was not a baseball man to 
start with, just as I was not. 
But I believe in your heart 
you will admit that I learned 
the business pretty quickly, 
and today I will match my 
baséball know-how with 
Frank Lane or anyone else 
in baseball save Branch 
Rickey, and of course he 
made mistakes. He is the 
man who did not want to 
pay $500 for Yogi Berra and 
he is the man who recently 
traded Gus Bell.” 

Turning to the Cardinals 
of his regime, Saigh said an 
agreement made with Brea- 
don at the time the club 
was purchased by Bob Han- 
negan and Saigh delayed 
some of the reorganization 
work he wanted to carry out. 

“You cannot have 15 or 16 
people dividing authority in 
a baseball organization,” he 
wrote. “And as you know I 
was just getting to the point 
where I could do something 
about changing personnel. I 
had made an agreement with 
Mr. Breadon to keep certain 
people for a five-year period. 
I had reached the point 
where I was eliminating those 
who did not help the ergan- 
ization, A scout I eliminated 
in California, but who was 
re-hired a few days after I 
Teft the Cardinals, cost Gussie 
Busch $315,000 by recom- 
mending the West Coast play- 
ers. Such incompetence in 

the procuring end of the 
Cardinal organization was 
being corrected.

Saigh mentioned television, 
radio and the shortage of 
player talent as outstanding 
problems of baseball and put 
much of the blame on the 
game’s top echelon. 


“Baseball as a whole,” 
Saigh said, “is now suffer- 
ing from a lack of courage 
and competent leadership at 
the top. They have per- 
mitted the distribution of 
their product by television 
and have suffered at the gate. 
They have permitted fear of 
anti-trust procedures to sty- 
mie their clear thinking for 
the good of the game, and 
have put themselves in «the 
hands of lawyers who have 
more to say about baseball 
than do the presidents of the 
leagues, the Commissioner 


and the owners of clubs. 

“As you know,’'I fought, 
many years for a limitation 
on broadcasts and television. 

“Toward the last of my ad- 
ministration I started to elim- 
inate minor league clubs to 
stress quality rather than 
quantity. There is no point 
in having minor league clubs 
and then to comb the coun- 
try for older players and 
players who never had a 
chance to advance, just to 
have a minor league club. 
After I left, clubs were 
added and they have been 
manned by quantity, but the 
quality is just as it is in all 
baseball, very low, because 
baseball has not kept up with 
player procurement, as have 
the basketball and football 
people who drain oii the best 
athletic talent.

| veteran Chicago matchmak- 

er and promoter of boxing 
who is the matchmaker for 
the International Boxing Club 
at The Arena, discussed the 
lack of small clubs for the 
development of boxing talent 
the other day. 

“Everybody in boxing 
knows the necessity for small 
clubs,” Irv said, “and it is 
possible that the Internation- 
al Boxing Club will do some- 
thing about it as soon as 
more pressing problems are 
out of the way. 

“Young boxers do not have 
a chance today to develop the 
way they should,” he went on. 
“You don’t see them in the 
gym during the daytime be- 
cause they have been forced 
to find jobs to support them- 
selves. They train in the eve- 
nings and on Saturdays. 

“I dropped into a gym here 
and saw a boy working, out. 
He's only a preliminary boy 
and a good one, but he has 
not had a bout since last 
April.” 

Schoenwald ran Marigold 
Gardens in Chicago in con- 
junction with the IB.C., 
which underwrote his pro- 
grams, but it has not started 
operations this winter and 
won't, probably, until after 
the first of the year, Schoen- 
wald said. 


“Bobby Boyd was one of 
those we developed in Mari- 
gold,” Irv said, “and Chuck 
Davey was helped along there 
also. But the shows there 
were losing approximately

FRANKFURT, Germany, Nov. 
12—The year 1951 was 
to its dreary end for. the 1200 
prisoners in Leopoldov peni- 
tentiary in Czechoslovakia, but 
for six of them it was a time 
of hope ind great excitement. 

They had discovered a tiny 
tunnel, relic of the days when 
the prison was a Seventeenth 
Century fortress with moat and

Hvasta of Hillside, NJ.,

other inmates. Hvasta was born 
in Slovakia in 1927. He went 
to the United States with his 

mts and became a citizen. 
n 1948 he returned to study at 
the University of Bratislava. 

He was arrested and sen- 
tenced as a “spy.” 

“If we make it, come to the 
United States and I'll try to 
help you,” Johnny told his 
friends, four of whom he had 
known only for a matter of 
hours. “There won't be much 
future for you here so long as 
the Communists stay in power.” 

Johnny made it, early in 1954, 
with the aid of the United 
States embassy in Prague where 
he sought refuge after nearly

One of the men, 
Jaroslav Bures, a former news- 
paperman, reached Germany, 
worked briefly for Radio Free 
Europe, and now has disap- 
peared. He may have gone 
back, willingly or otherwise. 

One, Josef Hermansky, a 
chemistry student, was too ill 


to travel. He was caught and 


executed. A third, Stefan Ga- 
venda, escaped to Germany, but 
went back voluntarily to to 
find Hvasta, He also was catight 
and executed. The fourth, Pra- 
vosh Raichl, made it to Chicago 
about a year ago. 

Kriml’s acquaintance with 
Hvasta covered a lifetime—of 
exactly eight days. They joined 
in the plot, Dec. 29, 1951. They 
made the break late in the 
afternoon of Jan. 2, 1952. Kriml, 
Hvasta and Raichl formed one 


party. The others took a differ- | 


ent route. 


The night of Jan. & Kriml 
and Raichl with nearly frozen 
fingers were trying to roll a 
cigaret. Hvasta scouted ahead 
along the road. A militiaman 
loomed in the darkness. Kriml 
and Hvasta haven't seen each 
other since. 


Reunion Plans Failed. 


Kriml and Raichl were going 
to a reunion in Nuernberg when 
Johnny reached there in Febru- 
ary 1954 but their car was 
wrecked and they couldn't make 
it before Johnny was whisked 
on his way. Until that time 
they had believed he was dead. 

In the months since Johnny 
reached the United States there 
has been a warm exchange of 
letters, messages of the kind 
men send only when their 
friendship has been tested in 
the most extreme conditions, 
Kriml has a quiet faith that 
“everything will be all right.” 

Joe owes his actual sailing 
to the United States program 
established in 1952 to aid Iron 
Curtain refugees. Nearly 20,000 
persons have been helped to 
new homes, primarily in the 
United States, Australia, Can- 
ada and Brazil. 

Daring Border Escape. 

After they lost Hvasta on the 
night of Jan. 5, 1952, Joe and 
Rachel stayed together for a 
month. Then they, too, parted. 
Joe continued to live in Czecho- 
slovakia, most of the time in a

NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
Wall Street financiers and peo- 
ple with a few hundred dollars 
to invest are asking dozens of 
questions this week about one 
of the top business developments 
of a generation—sale of stock 
in the giant Ford Motor Co. 

It’s a complicated business, 
involving the transformation of 
the largest family-held firm in 
America into one in which the 
public has a say-so. 

What's it all about? 

Here are the key questions, 
and the answers: 

Q. How many shares of Ford 
stock will be sold to the public? 
A 6,952,293 shares. 

Q. What will the price be? 
A. No price has been set, but 
the best guess is around $60 a 
share. 

. When will the stock be 
sold? A. Shortly after the first 
of the year. 

Q. Who owns the stock now? 
A. The Ford Foundation. 

Q. Will the Ford Motor Co. 
receive the proceeds of the 
sale? A. No, all the money will 
go to the Foundation. 

Q. Why is the Foundation sell- 
ing? A. It wants to diversify 
its investments, now almost en- 
tirely in Ford stock. 

Will Be Voting Stock. 

Q. Will the stock to be sold 
to the public give it a voice in 
the affairs of the company?” 
A. Yes, it will be voting stock. 
In fact, the Ford Co. will trans- 
fer to the stock 60 per cent 
of the voting rights. This means 
it can be listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

Q. Who will hold the other 
40 per cent of the voting 
rights? A. The Ford family. 

Q. Does this mean that the 
public with its 60 per cent of 
the votes will be able to con- 
trol affairs of the big concern? 
A. Not likely. Theoretically, 

that is true, but actually it would 
be difficult. With 40 per cent 
of the stock held by the family, 
it would be necessary for any- 
one wishing to oppose family 


control to consolidate the votes 
of more than 40 per cent of 
scattered public holdings. 

How much Ford stock | 
now is outstanding? A. 3,495,- 
000. shares. 

Q. Is this all voting stock? 
A. No. It is divided into two 
classifications, voting and non- 
voting. The voting stock is 
called B stock and it’s all held 
by the Ford family. THe non- 
voting stock is. called A stock 
and the bulk of it is held by 
the foundation. The family 
owns some of it, and so do some 
key employes. 

Q. How many shares does the 
family hold of each class? A. 
172,645 shares of B and 190,347 
shares of A. 

Q. How many shares does the 
Foundation own? A. 3,089,908 
shares—all A. 

Q. How many shares do the 
employes have? A. 42,140 shares 
of A. 

3 New Classes of Shares. 

Q. Are any changes planned 
in the share structure before 
stock is offered to the public? 
A. Yes. Three new classes of 
shares will be issued in place 
of the present A and B and the 
number of shares will be in- 
creased to 53,461,470. 

Q. How many shares will the 
Ford family own then and what 
kind will they be? A. The fam- 


ily’s B ‘stock will be split 21- 


for-l and its A stock will be | 


split 15-for-l and converted 
into shares of the new B. The 
family will then have 6,480,750 
shares of new B representing 
40 per cent of the voting rights. 

Q. How many shares will the 
Foundation have? A. The A 
stock will be split 15-for-1, 
giving the Foundation 46,348.- 
620 shares. These will bé of 
two classes. The 39,396,327 
shares retained by the Founda- 
tion will be of new non-voting 
A. The shares sold to the public 

_ will be a new common stock 
with voting rights. 

Q. What happens to the em- 
ployes’ shares? A. They will be 
exchanged for 632,100 shares 
of new voting common stock. 

Q. How much are the Found- 
ation’s holdings worth? A There 
has been no official estimate, 
but Detroit sources put a value 
of $865 a share on its present 
stock, indicating a total value 
of more than 244 billion dollars. 

Q. How much will the Foun- 
dation receive from the sale of 
the new shares? A. If the 
stock is sold at around $60 a 
share, it 4... bring in nearly 


Q. Will the Foundation have 
to pay a big tax on this? A. 
Since it is a philanthropic insti- 
tution, the proceeds will be tax- 
exempt. 

Seven-Firm Syndicate. 

Q. Will the Foundation han- 
die the sale of the shares itself? 
It has selected seven

Lands on Mail Lists

“How in the world,” she

find out?” 

Elementary, my § dear 
Mrs. Watson. There is a 


little list, and you're on 
it. Maybe you got on when 
your doctor reserved a 
room at the local hospi- 
tal. Maybe it was when 
you bought your first ma- 
ternity dress. 

And while it’s probably 
the first list that Junior 
is on, it certainly will not 
be the last. His name will 
be bandied about commercially literally from womb to tomb. 

Listmaking is a big American business. No matter who 
you are, where you live, the chances are that you're on 
somebody's list, and probably on many. 

“A good name,” says Proverbs, “is rather to be chosen 
than great riches.” 

The cynical truth is that there is a buck to be made 
with other people’s good names. Depending upon the cir- 
cumstances, your name can be worth anywhere from a 
penny to $30 in the marketplace. Access to a list of names, 
by purchase or rental, can cost anywhere from $10 per 
thousand upwards. ‘The average price is around $15 per 
thousand.

There are relatively few human activities, par- 
ticularly those involving your signature, which do 
not or cannot result in your name going on one or 
another list.

@ EVEN IF MRS. WATSON had not inadvertently re- 
vealed her secret before Junior's arrival, it would have 
been heralded ultimately by hospital records or birth cer- 
tificate. And as Junior progresses through life, the list 
makers will acquire dozens of,additional clues to travel. on. 

When Junior gets to measles age there may be a quar- 
antine card. Then school registrations, through college. 
He will get a job, maybe join a union. He'll certainly pay 
taxes and acquire a Social Security card. He will buy and 
register a succession of automobiles, obtain licenses (driv- 
ing, hunting, fishing). He'll register and vote. 

He'll probably get engaged and marry, buy a house, 
subscribe to newspapers and magazines, open charge ac- 
counts, buy stock, borrow on the installment plan, make a 
successful bid at an auction, be listed in newspapers and 
directories. 

Some of these activities will land his name on lists 
which are public records and thus make fodder for any 
list compiler who wants to look. Others will get him on 
more exclusive rolls that are much harder to come by.

Sometimes Junior, by filling out application 
forms; will provide handy information about him- 
self. Other times list compilers will have to guess 
his circumstances by the type of his neighborhood 
and by the make and year of the car he drives. If 
his name is on a list of hearing aid customers, it 
will be presumed he’s a little deaf; if he applies 
for a hunting license, it will indicate he might be 
interested in buying a gun. And if on occasion he 
cuts a coupon, sénds in a box top or buys from a 
mail order house, he will undoubtedly be classi- 
fied as a “known buyer.” As a known buyer, his 
name will be more valuable.

@ SCATTERED AROUND THE COUNTRY are some 1300 
list compilers. One New York City compiler does a brisk 
business with a list of men and women known to enjoy 
attending banquets. Meat and potatoes of the business, 
however, are the enormous lists including most of the pop- 
ulation: occupancy lists, which*make it possible to reach 
most of the nation's 45,000,000 families although not neces- 
sarily by name, and lists of car owners. 

It is almost a certainty that your name or at least your 
address is in the files of one or more organizations dealing 
in such lists, probably in all.

Direct mail specialists are very sensitive about 
the subject of inviting the purchase of stock by 
mail. In @ business strangely devoid of slang, they 
shrink from two words: sucker and junk. The re- 
action to so-called sucker lists is self-explanatory. 
And last March the Post Office discontinued, after 
angry complaints, the delivery of letters addressed 
broadly to “Patron, Postal Route.” The public, 
annoyed by overstuffed mail boxes, had come te 
know the latter as “junk mail.” ,

@ SPECIALISTS IN LISTS from which letters are ad- 
dressed to “Occupant,” but with specific addresses, are 
afraid these will be confused with junk mail. This, of 
course, is a fine technical point and may be lost on the 
recipient of buckshot advertising. 

Even with the elimination of junk mail, list makers’ 
activities continue to add plenty of weight to the mailman’s 
pouch. Last year, the United States Post Office handled 
about 50 billion pieces of mail, of which about 28 per cent 
was advertising. 

Flooding the mails, however, is only one product of 
list making activity. The lists also are used by salesmen in 
search of prospects to call upon or telephone.

editor could be proud of. ’* 


Among the best prison news- 
papers is the Menard Time. 
One recent poll of prison edi- 
tors selected it as the best 
prison newspaper. It is pub- 
lished at Menard State Prison, 
which stands bleakly here not 
far from the rolling Mississippi; 
stands stonily and stark, like a 
craggy island in the flow of 
time. 

We came to Menard to find 
out how a prison newspaper is 
put out and why. Warden Ross 
V. Randolph took us to talk to 
the editor, David .R. Saunders, 
who is quiet, level-eyed, pleas- 
<n and only 23 years 
old. 

The associate editor, Fred 
Fromm, is a lean and articulate 
man of 35 who loves to talk 
about writing, has a professional 
attitude toward his job and can 
write an opinion editorial or a 
news story with equal skill. 

Fromm has a recently-com- 
pleted novel making the rounds 
of publishers, but has had no 
previous newspaper experience. 
He has two years to serve on a 
six-year sentence, which came 
from a confidence game convic- 
tion. 

Young Saunders put out a 
church newspaper when he was 
12 years old, worked on his high 
school newspaper and was a 
correspondent while in high 
school for his hometown news- 
paper. He has been in prison 
since he was 18 years old. He 
was sentenced to 40 years, for 
murder. 

These two men @re the edi- 
torial staff. They write the 
news of their world. A prison 
newspaper performs several 
functions, and is viewed from 
several standpoints. To the in- 
mate, the paper furnishes a 
welcome break in monotony. To 
prison officials, a good news- 
paper is a morale factor. To 
the inmate-editor, the paper is 
not solely a personal outlet: it 
is the medium for a selling job, 
the promulgation of this idea: 
Prisoners are people.

Equal- 
ly naturally, officials don't let 
anything controversial get in 
the paper. 

Of course, the definition of 
“controversial” may depend on 
which side of the wall you 
exist. 

Saunders and Fromm talked 
fairly freely. Warden Randolph 
—Wwho strides around the prison 
yards by himself, speaking to 
prisoners with an exact mixture 
of formality and friendliness— 
didn't sit in on the interviews; 
deliberately walked out of ear- 
shot when we were talking to 
inmates, obviougly to allow 
them complete ease. 

“We've got one advantage in 
here that you reporters don't 
have on the outside,” Fromm 
grinned. “You have to go out 
after the news — here some- 
thing can happen anywhere in 
the prison, and we've got it by 
grapevine in five minutes.”

Like all newspaper men, the 
Menard editors have exceeding- 
ly helpful friends who shovel 
“news” at them and are wound- 
ed when it doesn't get in the 
paper.

“Some of the fellows get all 
enthusiastic about pet projects 
or gripes,” said Saunders, rue- 
fully, “and some of them can be 
pretty difficult to argue with.” 

The paper's circulation is 
some 4500, although the inmate 
population of Menard is but 
2100, including some 540 in- 
mates of the Psychiatric Divi- 
sion. The other copies go to 
outsiders, such as relatives of 
prisoners or, for that matter, 
anybody who wants to subscribe.

Deer Hunting Along 
The Current River

hunted alone down a long ridge above Current river 

which splits Gooseneck hollow inte two prongs. This 
has been, in the past, mighty good deer country and the 
day was ideal for still- 
hunting. The morning had 
brought high winds and a 
heavy rain which had left 
the forest floor saturated 
so that you could move 
through the thick cover of 
fallen leaves and under- 
growth with almost no 
sound. There was still 
some wind although as I 
worked down the lee side 
of the ridge it touched 
only the tops of the tallest 
oaks and pines. 

I like this particular bit 
of woods because several 
years ago the Forest Serv- 
ice did some work to im- 
prove the stand, girdling 
the big cull timber which 
we call “wolf trees” and 
also taking out some saw logs. Now there is good deer food 
in the openings; sumac and huckleberry, Ozark rose, the 
big trefoil which we call beggar’s lice or stick-tights. 
Ordinarily the area contains lots of deer sign; scrapes on 
the young pines where bucks have rubbed the velvet from 
their antlers, indications of heavy browsing and even tracks 
around rain pools in the old logging roads. 

On this hunt I found almost no deer sign and finally 
followed the faint track of the road down a long point into 
the hollow. Here the wind was shut out entirely and the 
sun, which had stayed behind the clouds all day, began to 
break through. As far as I could tell, there were no other 
hunters in this whole area; at least, none nearer than the 
Eastwood road, some four miles away.

Finally, along toward 4 o’clock, I found a good 
spot in the hollow where several points ran down 
from the surrounding ridges and several dim trails 
came together. It seemed as likely a location as 

any to finish out the afternoon, for it wasn’t more 

than a mile from camp and at this time ef day the 

deer are likely te move down from the high ridges. 

They'll come drifting down a point, then move 

along an old woods trail on the way to their feed- 

ing ground for the night. But whether a deer ap- 

peared or not, it was a pleasant place te spend an 

hour on a November afternoon. The slanting sun 
brought all the color of the oaks on the opposite 
hillside into play, making a beautiful contrast te 

the vivid green of the pines.

@ I'D BEEN ON MY STAND for perhaps 15 minutes when 
I heard the probable answer to the the comparative scarcity 
of deer along Current river in Ripley county. Far up on 
the ridge to my north, on the side toward Spring hollow, 
the hounds were running. And though it is illegal to run 
deer with hounds, there's no doubt they were making won- 
derful music. They came swiftly closer and finally I heard 
a deer cross the ridge and go angling off to the west with 
the dogs behind. They went clear out of hearing up the 
hollow and were lost for a time and then I could hear the 
faint, belling echo made by the pack when it is too far away 
to distinguish individual voices. But soon they were dis- 
tinct again, coming nearer, and I decided the deer was 
probably heading down my hollow to cross the river.

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This looked like my chance fer a buck and 1 
made the Winchester ready and kept a sharp watch 
to westward.

I watched 
it go through the peep sight on the Winchester and 
somehow never thought of pulling back the ham- 
mer for what could only have been an easy shot.

@ TEN MINUTES LATER the hounds came up, their 
tongues out even farther than the doe’s. I called them in 
and divided a good beef sandwich between them and they 
seemed glad enough to lie at my feet awhile. They were 
local dogs, from the brass plates on their collars, and I 
expect run deer seven days a week—the best way to move 
all the deer out of a big piece of territory. And as we sat 
there in the gathering twilight, I philosophized to myself 
about deer hunting. There’s no doubt, as I said in a recent 
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column, that it becomes an increasingly artificial sport. 
There is equally no doubt that deer hunting is fun as it 
becomes a custom and a tradition, with less and less em- 
phasis on meat for the pot. 

This is certainly the way it is at the Gooseneck club 
where we foregather each autumn during the deer season.

VERY Thursday evening, from now until mid-December, a 
group of St. Louls area artists will be meeting in the base- 
ment of a Kirkwood home, working on a project which they 
hope will help restore the true meaning of Christmas to Yuletide 


observances. 


The artists are making Christmas cards with religious motifs, 
and the money derived from their sale will help defray expenses 
of the Metropolitan Church Federation's second annual Festival 
of Religion and the Arts to be held next January. 


But money is not the primary 
motive. Far more important, 
say Mr. and Mrs. Dwight Dillion, 
co-chairmen of the project, is 
the return of the original 
meaning of Christmas in the 
season's greetings exchanged 
among friends. 

“We believe that if good 
cards, expressing this theme, 
are offered to the people, wer 
will buy them,” said Mrs. Dil- 
lon. “At least, that’s our hope, 
and the sales we make this sea- 
son will prove whether we're 
right. 

“This is a program to com- 
bine religion and art, and we 
feel the community will be 
richer for it.” 

The Christmas card project 
is under the auspices of the 
Church Federation's newly- 


formed Commission on Religion _ 


and the Arts. The Commission 
was established last year under 
the chairmanship of Mrs. Eu- 
gene Meyer and six committees 
—representing art, architecture, 
drama, literature, liturgy and 
music—were organized as a 
means of bringing religion and 
all the arts closer together. 


Each committee works sepa- 
rately toward that goal and the 
art committee, directed by Mr. 
and Mrs. Dillon, conceived the 
idea of religious Christmas 
cards not only as a money-mak- 
ing project but also as its con- 
tribution toward the over-all 
program. 

“We hope to make this a 
yearly project,” said Mrs. Dil- 
lon, “As far as we know, we 
are the only non-commercial 
group working on cards under 
a Church Federation auspices.” 

Mrs. Dillon and one other are 
the only committee members 
not professional artists, al- 
though she has long been in- 
terested in weaving and other 
crafts. Her husband is instruc- 
tor of art at University City 
High School.

HEY are active members of 

Webster Groves Christian 

Church. Some of the others 
are equally active in church ac- 
tivities, while a few committee 
workers—even though they give 
their time and talents to the 
Federation—are not church at- 
tenders. 


“But they all have a deep 
consciousness of the role that 
art plays in religious life,” said 
Mrs. Dillon.

Since September, the group 
has met each week at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harold Lien, 
514 East Adams street, Kirk- 
wood, where the basement has 
been trarisformed into an art 
studio. In addition, several of

The cards have been pro- 
duced by a silk sereening proc- 
ess, a hand technique requiring 
far more time but less money 
than commercial printing.

T WAS a rare moment in his- 
[ tory when 25-year-old Prin- 

cess Margaret sat down in 
London’s Clarence House the 
other day and penned her sim- 
ple note renouncing the love of 
handsome Peter Townsend. She 
may not have known ijt, but the 
little princess was reversing the 
royal trend of centuries when 
she placed the considerations of 
church and commonwealth “be- 
fore any others.” 

The romance of royalty and 
commoner has colored the 
pages of history almost as often 
as it has provided the plot of 
fiction. 

Many of the most famous 
marriages between royalty and 
commoner have been haunted 
with tragic endings. Some of 
the most lurid pages of royal 
history are the accounts of 
crowned and titled figures who 
consorted with commoners. 

With many of Margaret’s own 
ancestors, love has been the 
compelling thing. Down through 
history, the princes and prin- 
cesses, sons and daughters of 
the -kings of gland, married 
so freely that one authority has 
reckoned something like a quar- 
ter of England’s population 
may have royal ancestors of 
some sort, thus making them 
distant relatives of the present 
royal house of Windsor. 

Back in the 1400s, the tower- 
ing Edward IV who stood 6- 
feet-3 married a girl who had 
been born into the commoner 
Woodville family, had become 


Mrs. Grey and then Lady 
Ferrers, 

Their daughter Elizabeth, or 
“Lizzie of York,” was the 


mother of Henry VIII who, as 
nearly every schoolboy knows, 
married into so many ordinary 
English families that his daugh- 
ter, Queen Elizabeth I, was 
cousin or kinswoman to more 
commoners than he could re- 
member, 

Not so many years ago, in 
1936, Princess Margaret's own 
favorite “Uncle David’”—as she 
calls him—rocked the Empire 
and the world by sacrificing his 
title as Edward VIII and Brit- 
ain’s throne for the woman he 
loved—the twice-divorced, Balti- 
more-born Wallis Warfield 
Simpson, 

Now in their sixties, the Duke 
and Duchess of Windsor are 
still the most celebrated living 
legend of the great royal ro- 
mance. But to this day, the 
duchess never has been re- 
ceived by the royal family.

HEN there was the case of 
T Margaret's second cousin, 

the late King Carol of Ro- 
mania, whose romantic es- 
capades with the red-haired 
Mme. Magda Lupescu kept him 
in the eyes of an amused and 
sometimes’ scornful world for 
30 years. 

It wasn’t quite the fairy-tale 
type of story parents would 
read to their children, The tall, 
handsome Carol's conduct scan- 
dalized his royal relatives. His 
own father, King Ferdinand, 
denounced him, and his uncle, 
King George V of England— 
Margaret's grandfather—bitter- 
ly called him “that bounder.” 

During the first world war, 
while still a prince, Carol 
chased off to Russia and mar- 
ried a commoner with the music 
hall name of Zizi Lambrino. 
They had a son, but Carol soon 
was persuaded to come home 
and marry Princess Helen of 
Greece. The royal-command 
—~ ioe ended in divorce in

Escaping under a hail of bul- 
lets, Carol and Mme, Lupescu 
made their way to Mexico, then 
Brazil. In Rio de Janeiro in 
1947, they were married when 
she was supposed to be near 
death from anemia. A religious 
ceremony followed in 1949. 


Carol's love apparently never 
cooled. Their close friends in 
Portugal—where he died in 1953 
—said they were a devoted and 
happy couple to the end. The 
uncrowned queen took the title 
of Princess Helena. :

HERE was great secrecy 
T and little happiness in the 

marital venture of another 
monarch, George IV of Eng- 
land. Nearly 170 years ago, the 
young heir apparent defied his 
crusty father, George LII, Par- 
liament and the ministers of 
state to marry the twice-wid- 
owed Mrs. Maria Fitzherbert. 

The spendthrift, pleasure- 
loving George's union with her 
has since been called “the one 
redeeming and restraining fac- 
tor” in his life. But it was a 
stormy marriage. George was 
content to legalize his connec- 
tion with the enchanting Maria 
in deepest secrecy, and it was 
not until 1905—more than 100 
years later—that final, indis- 
putable proof of the actual mar- 
riage was made public. 

As far as is known, George 
never had any intention of ele- 
vating Mrs. Fitzherbert to the 
throne. When sufficient pres- 
sure was brought to: bear, and 
after his first ardors had cooled, 
he had no scruples about break- 
ing with his legal wife and 
marrying his cousin, the Prin- 
cess Caroline of Brunswick. 

Unhappy once more, he re- 
turned to Mrs. Fitzherbert in 
1800, and she forgave him after 
obtaining from the Pope a for- 
mal decision pronouncing her 
as his wife in the eyes of the 
Catholic Church. 

George’s extravagant debts 
continued to plague him, and 
she broke with him finally just 
before he was named regent for 
his incompetent father. Until 
her death in 1837, she lived in 
virtual retirement.

woman beneath him in rank 
has kept the chancelleries of 
Europe humming with ugly ru- 
mors and speculation for 65 
years. The principals were the 
Archduke Rudolf -of Austria- 
Hungary and the little Baroness 
Marie Vetsera. The scene was 
the royal hunting lodge at May- 
erling outside Vienna. 


Rudolf, handsome, talented 
and popular, was the only son 
of the Emperor Franz-Josef. He 
was married to the Princess 
Stephanie, daughter of the king 
of the Belgians. Then he met 
and fell in love with the gay, 
glamorous Marie, 

The emperor stormed and 
Rudolf threatened to renotince 
his rights to the throne. On 
Jan. 30, 1889, the lovers were 
found dead in the hunting lodge 
where they had kept a passion- 
ate tryst. 

Even today, the details of the 
tragedy remain a deep mystery. 
There have been charges that 
the emperdér himself, outraged 
by their brazen behavior, or- 
dered them shot. But the most 
recent documents and letters to 
be made public support the 
generally-accepted version that 
they committed suicide rather 
than abandon their love. 

The Austro-Hungarian empire 
soon was shaken to its already- 
tottering foundations by the 
tragedy that stalked Rudolf’'s 
eventual successor in his own 


. love affair with a commoner.

RCHDUKE FRANZ FERDI- 
A Nano followed the exam- 
ple of his cousin by falling 
in love with a woman whose 
lower rank made it impossible 
for her to mount the throne 
under Hapsburg law. 

She was the Countess Sophie 
Chotek, member of an old and 
noble but highly impoverished 
Bohemian family. Again the em- 
peror stormed, but Franz Ferdi- 
nand was even more determined 
than Rudolf. After nine years, 
Franz-Josef finally consented to 
the marriage of Franz Ferdi- 
nand and the little countess— 
but specified it must be mor- 
ganatic. 

In 1900 they were married 
after the archduke renounced 
all royal claims for the countess, 
and their unborn children. It 
was not long before he became 
highly unpopular in the hodge-

Making Predictions 


About TV 


Foolhardy 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12. 


|: you want to make a fool of yourself, make a prediction 


about television. 


I recall one of my predictions, which is 


unfortunately imbedded in print, that television shows— 
because of their greater impact—would only be five or ten 
minutes long in place of the old half-hour radio shows. How 


off-base can you get? 


I've just been flipping 
through the Nielsen ratings 
and one thing hits you in the 
face. Of the top 10 rated tele- 
vision shows of the nation only 
one—'$64,000 Question’—is a 
half-hour show. The others are 
all in the 60 to 90-minute form- 
ant. Two years ago—same pe- 
riod—no fewer than eight of 
the top ten programs were 
half-hour shows. 

That doesn’t mean the half- 
hour show has vanished. Grou- 
cho Marx, “I Love Lucy,” 
George Gobel, Jackie Gleason. 
“Dragnet” and Jack Benny are 
still holding their own—but 
they're all great shows. The 
second-rate shows can't com- 
pete against the longer ones 
And 90 minutes isn't the ceiling 
either, There isn’t any ceiling.

THERE HAVE been quite a 
lot of two hour shows—the 
latest one, Mary Martin and 
Helen Hayes in “Skin of Our 
Teeth,” climbed to eleventh on 
the Nielsen list—and now NBC 
is talking about putting on the 
British-made color film “Rich- 
ard III" as a three-hour show. 
Just to make a fool of myself 
all over again, I will go out on 
a limb and predict that a four- 
hour dramatic show is not in- 
conceivable on TV either. 

There has been a revolution 
in viewing habits. And one 
aspect of it is the revelation 
that the term “viewing habits” 
had better be sharply revised. 
It isn’t that much of a habit. 
The old idea that the public 
had an unbreakable habit of 
tuning in the same old enter- 
tainer at the same half hour of 
the same day of the week year 
after year, just isn’t so any 
more.

NOW IRREGULARITY 
rather than regularity is al- 
most the rule rather than the 
exception. Again to go out on 
a limb, it is my guess that 
within five years there will be 
almost no regularly scheduled 
program in the old radio sense. 
By that I mean, you can't just 
assume that you'll find Milton 
Berle on at 8 p.m., Tuesday. 

The real break-up of the pub- 
lic’s “viewing habits”—if they 

ever had any—started with the 
NBC spectaculars a year ago. 
These were launched with some 
trepidation and some of them 
were pretty bad. Just the same 
they attracted a whale of an 
audience. After a halting be- 
ginning, they consistently made 
the top ten and two of them— 
“Peter Pan” with Mary Martin 
and “Babes in Toyland,” hit 
the No. 1 spot. NBC claims 
that “Peter Pan” had the larg- 
est viewing audience of aill 
time. 

This year CBS has got it- 
self thoroughly into the big 
show concept. Both the Judy 
Garland show, which got mixed 
notices, and the Noel Coward- 
Mary Martin affray drew tre- 
mendous audiences. 

The pattern—irregularity and 


long lavish shows — seems 
clearly established. But just 
don't count on it. The one 
thing that makes this  busi- 


ness fascinating i§ the fact you 
can't count on anything.

MALBORK, Poland, Noy. 12 
(AP)—The old Prussian fortress 
of Marienburg, now in Polish 
hands, is lying in ruins. 

No one is making any effort 
to change it. 

Germany lost this part of 
West Prussia, all of Silesia and 
part of West Pomerania to the 
Poles in 1945. As the Nazi 
armies retreated before the 
Russian storm, ancient Marien- 
burg was torn apart. The bas- 
tions along the Vistula are a 
heap of rubble. 

At Marienburg the Black 
Knights of Prussia were or- 
ganized in the Middle Ages to 
bring Christianity to the Pagans 
of the east. They did it with the 
sword and became so dedicated 
to warfare that it became a way 
of life. At one time the Black 
Knights fought both Poles and 
Germans just to keep their 
hand in. Prussian militarism got 
its spark here. 

Name 600 Years Old. 

As far as the Poles are con- 
cerned, the remnants of mod- 
ern German militarism can lie 
as they are. The city’s name has 
reverted to Malbork, its name 
600 years old, 

In fact, all the old German 
names of the Oder-Neisse terri- 
tories have been obliterated 
and replaced with the originals 
that go back centuries. A spe- 
cial commission worked in War- 
saw from 1945 to 1947 digging 
up the old names. Signpainters 
were the busiest people in Po- 
land until the reversal was com- 
pleted, down even to street 
signs. 

Anyone who tries to tour 
Poland with a German map is 
Hopelessly lost. But throughout 
the western territories one gets 
along in the German language. 
Although the Communist gov- 
ernment claims to have “Polen- 
ized” the entire area, there is

‘Save Leaves, | 


But Clean Up 
The Gardens 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 

This is the season when we 
are faced with the annual leaf | 
problem. Should we use leaves | 
as a winter mulch? Should the 


surplus be made into compost | 


piles, or burned? 
Personally, I've always been 


a leaf-saver. I am especially | 
fond of leaves because I once 


tried to make a garden on the 


treeless, windswept plains of | 


western Oklahoma. That red, 
sandy soil would have been tre- 
mendously improved by annual 
applications of leaf compost. 
For. that reason I can sympa- 
thize with the Nebraska reader 
who wrote, “What is oak-leaf 
mold, and where can I get 
some?” 

Since we have been gardening 
in St. Louis county, we have 
been using the annual leaf 
harvest to convert stubborn clay 
into something like a good fri- 
able loam. We store surplus 
leaves in big compost piles, but 
we also make a sort of leaf 
compost right on the beds. 

If we really want Nature to 
co-operate fully with our com- 


amu; Posting, we should clean up the 


beds before the leaves fall. 
Frost-bitten remnants of vege- 
tables and flowers should be 
raked off and burned, to pre- 
vent the spread of both insects 
and plant diseases. 

Clean Up Trash. 


A fall clean-up, with empha- 
sis on removal of weeds and 
trash, is by far the cheapest and 
easiest form of insect control 
for the home gardener. 
iris leaves should be burned, 
for they are likely to contain 
eggs of the borer. Similarly, 
burning old hollyhock stalks 
will deprive slugs of their win- 
ter shelters. 
should be cut to the ground, | 
and the plants marked, either 
with a good label or with a te- 
pee made by thrusting privet or 
spirea twigs firmly into the 
ground. 

Garden sanitation also helps 
reduce the aphid population. 
In late autumn these pests lay 
eggs on various types of plants

winter and hatch in the spring, 
lush new plant growth is soon 
infected with “plant lice.” 
Naturally it is best to burn 
the weeds and trash that shelter 
these pests. 


Clean Grass Areas. 


When flower beds and shrubs | 
have been tidied up, oak leaves | 


may be allowed to sift over 
them, making a fine airy mulch. 


| Raked leaves, which are usually 


“aerated” with dead grass and 
twigs, may also be. spread 
around shrubs: These leafy lay- 
ers may be anchored with bits 
of brush. Or better still, a thin 
layer of soil may be spread 
over the leaves. This hastens 
decomposition and turns the 
leaves into compost right on 
the bed. 

It is not wise to let leaves 
| accumulate on the lawn. They 
may be removed with a rake or 


washed off with a strong stream | 


of water from the hose. A leaf 
mulcher attachment on _ the 
lawn mower is most helpful.

T. LOUIS COUNTY'S proposed expenditure of 
$34,437,000 in bond issue funds is calculated 
to remedy deplorable traffic conditions like 

those pictured on these pages. Altogether, 28 
projects are involved in the three bond issue 
propositions that relate to highways. Each is a 
vital component of a comprehensive plan to mod- 
ernize the county's antiquated road system. 

The plan envisages an integrated network 
of expressways and access thoroughfares to 
speed traffic, eliminate snarls, increase safety. 
Many streets and roads would be widened, ex- 
tended and improved. Gaps in existing roads 
would be filled, dangerous railroad grade cross- 
ings eliminated, narrow bridges replaced. Auto- 
mobiles and trucks would be channeled back 
onto main arteries from overburdened residen- 
tial streets. 

For their $34,437,000, county residents would 
get 43 miles of widened and resurfaced streets 
and roads, 15 miles of new streets and roads, 
eight miles of right-of-way for future roads; 32 
miles of new expressways and 34 miles of right- 
of-way for future expressways; 15 new street 
bridges over creeks and railroad tracks; 25 re- 
built and repaired bridges in unincorporated 
areas; four new and three widened railroad 
grade separations; 30 expressway interchanges, 
two major electric traffic signal installations. 

In the matter of expressways, the county 
citizens would get a bargain, for the county need 
pay only half the right-of-way costs for these 
imited access, high thoroughfares. The 
other half of this cost and all construction costs 
would be borne by the state and federal govern- 
ments. Thus, approval of the $8,500,000 bond 
issue item for expressway rights-of-way would 
bring the county more than $43,000,000 in state 
and federal funds. The city of St. Louis, through 
its big bond issue voted last spring, has put up 
its share of right-of-way costs for city portions of 
the expressways. 

Expressways for which right-of-way funds 
would be provided by bond issue Proposition 
No. 1, the amounts tted for each and the 
routes involved are: 

Mark Twain, $2,187,500 for 13.1 miles. This 
expressway would serve north and northwest 
sections of the county. It would run from the 
city limits northwest to St. Charles as an exten- 
sion of an expressway from downtown St. Louis. 

Daniel Boone, $2,875,000 for 2.2 miles. This 
road would extend Highway 40 from its present 
dead-end at Brentwood boulevard into the city,

Ozark, $1,500,000 for 12.1 miles. This free 
way would serve south and southwest county 
sections.

Louis, it would run southwest a short distance, 
then split into two branches; one would swing 
west to join Highways 66 and 50 at the Meramec 
River southwest of Kirkwood, the other south to 
connect with Highways 61 and 67. 

Outer Belt, $1,937,500 for approximately 25 
miles. This would be a new traffic relief artery 
by- passing built-up areas of the county. From 
the intersection of Highways 140 and 66 (Lind- 
bergh boulevard) north of the airport, it would 
loop west, south and east, connecting with High- 
way 66 (Watson road) again west of eineberge 
near Kirkwood. 

Under bond issue Proposition No. 6, $16, 
100,000 would be provided for an Inner Belt ex- 
pressway, a critically needed thoroughfare for 
rapid movement of north-south traffic through 
the county's most congested areas. From River- 
view boulevard near the city waterworks in 
north St. Louis, it would loop southwest, then 
southeast through 21 municipalities to connect 
with River des Peres Parkway in southwest 5t. 
Louis. Of the total amount, $8,000, 000 would go 
for all 18 miles of right-of-way for the highway 
and $8,100,000 for building four and one-half 
miles of it. Construction would be deferred on 
the remainder.

Passage of Bond Issue Would Bring Gift of 
$43,000,000 in State and Federal Funds 
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Bond Issue would eliminate congestions such as this 


County's busiest intersection, Clayton road and Brentwood 
boulevard, is greatly in need of relief. So is the nearby 
Clayton business district. The Daniel Boone and Inner 
Belt expressways would do the job here, and in several 
other places. This air view is generally west, with Clay- 
ton road running from lower right to upper left; corner of 
Westroads’ shopping center parking lot can be seen, upper 
left. Electric signals regulate traffic at intersection, which 
has peak hour volume of 4000 vehicles, highest in county. 


OONER OR LATER ST. LOUIS COUNTY must modernize its 
highway system to unsnar] its traffic. The longer the county 
waits, the higher the cost will be to the individual citizen. 

St. Louis County can finance the $39,712,000 bond issue program 
with only a small tax increase. Cost to the individual taxpayer 
would be reduced by the continuing growth of county popula- 
tion and taxable wealth. Issuance of the bonds over a period 
of years, rather than all at once, and their retirement over a 20- 
year period would further spread the cost. 

It is estimated that an increase of 13 cents per $100 valuca- 
tion in the county tax rate would support the bond issue. This 
would mean an increase of $4.68 a year on propérty assessed 
at $3600, the average in the county since the recent boost or- 
dered by the State Tax Commission to bring assessed valuations 
up to 30 ceftt of actual values. To offset the increase in prop- 
erty evaluations, the county has cut its tax rate.

ments, chief among them a modern $100,000,000 highway system 
which would be paid for mostly by the state and federal govern- 
ments. Money saved by county residents in wasted gasoline 
alone would pay for the necessary tax increase. 

St. Louis County has lagged far behind other communities 
of comparable size in voting bonds for public improvements since 
World War Il. (Its last bond issue for roads was in 1928 — 
twenty-seven years ago.) In contrast to the county's lack of 
progress, Kansas City has approved $105,000,000 in public im- 
provement bonds in recent years, and stands to receive a good 
chunk of the state and federal road building funds earmarked 
for St. Louis County if the county refuses them. 

Last spring St. Louis city voters overwhelmingly approved 
a $110,639,000 bond issue for an array of public improvements 
many of which will benefit county residents, particularly the 
expressways.

HE ENTIRE 97-acre corn crop of Mrs. Jen- 
nia Mae Hays, a farm widow of Ma- 
coupin County, Illinois, was harvested 
last Monday. About 80 men—neighbors, 
friends and relatives of Mrs. Hays—accom- 
plished in some six hours of actual work 
what a farmer and two helpers would need 
about two weeks to do. They began arriv- 
ing at the Hays farm at 7:30 in the morning. 
By 2:30 that afternoon, with an hour off for 
lunch, an estimated 3000 bushels of corn 
had been stored in bins at the farm, another 
5000 bushels had been hauled six miles to 
an elevator at Virden. 

While the men were busy in two sepa- 


rate fields, 45 women prepared a bountiful 
pot luck dinner at nearby North Otter Town- 
ship Hall. It was a meal in the true farm- 
hand tradition. The tables groaned with 
more than a half-dozen kinds of meat, quan- 
tities of vegetables, a variety of salads and 
pies, hot rolls and gallons of coffee. 

Mrs. Hays and her three children have 
remained on the farm since the husband- 
father, Glenn Hays, died last August. Real- 
izing that Mrs. Hays needed help to harvest 
her corn, the farm folk of the Everly Chapel 
neighborhood rallied to her support after an 
announcement of the project was published 
in the Virden weekly paper.

Flour is measured into water, the two are 
mixed thoroughly, and flour water is strained into the hot milk and 
sugar, which is cooked until thickened. Beaten eggs and salt are stirred 
in hot mixture, vanilla and sherry are added, and all is combined with 
cake crumbs. The dark edges of the cake should be removed as they 


will spoil the color of the pudding. After pudding has cooled, it is 
spooned into individual sherbet dishes with apricot sauce poured on 
top and placed in refrigerator until time to serve. 

To make the sauce, pits are removed from drained apricots, which 
are then pressed through a sieve to make a puree. Part of the juice is 
mixed in to make puree thin enough to pour. 

INGREDIENTS: One and one-half tablespoons each of sugar and 
flour, one and one-half cups milk, three-fourths cup water, three beaten 
eggs, one-eighth teaspoon salt, one teaspoon vanilla, one or more table- 
spoons sherry, 12 ounces (three cups crumbs) of stale pound cake. For 
sauce—two cups (No. 1 size can) whole peeled apricots, about one-half 
cup apricot juice. Amounts given will make six generous size puddings.

MRS. ROY F. LAYTON 


by MRS. ROY F. LAYTON presivent, cit scouts oF THE U.S.A. 


THIS MONTH Mrs. Roy F. Layton, now living in 
Chevy Chase, Md., was re-elected to her third 
term as President of the Girl Scouts. 


Each of us has a gift to give and it is 
ourself. I shall never forget the day | 
learned the simplicity of this truth. 

I was sitting on the platform of Me- 
chanics Hall in Boston. The occasion was 
the 3ist.National Girl Scout Convention 
in 1951, and I had unexpectedly found 
myself elected President of the Girl Scouts. 

I could not understand this honor my 
co-workers in Scouting had paid me, and | 


almost 1,500,000 girls and 500,000 adults. 
Humbly I asked myself, “How can so 
many believe I have so much to give?” | 
so wanted to do a good job, but I ques- 
tioned my own ability. | wanted to make 


my gift, but I was not sure my gift was to . 


serve as President. 

As I rose to accept the office, I stared 
into a mass of 5,000 faces. I searched my 
mind desperately for the right words, but 
there were no words — only the events of 
my life that had somehow placed me there 


. that day. 


Incredibly, the new President of the 
Girl Scouts had never been a member in 
her own girlhood. Not that I had not 
wanted to. The fact was that when I was 
the age at which most girls join the Scouts 
today, there had been no Scouts for me to 
join. 

But when I was 14 and living in Glen 
Ridge, N.J., something wonderful hap- 
pened: Mrs. Juliette Low founded the 
Girl Scouts. I first heard of her work, that 
year of 1912, when one of my high-school 
teachers asked all girls who might want to 
form one of New Jersey's first troops to 
meet after school. 

At the meeting, a speaker told us how 
much fun we would have, how we would 
camp outdoors, hike through the woods 
and learn all kinds of new skills. But most 
of all, she told us, “A Girl Scout is a friend 
to all and helps other people at all times.” 

I was elated, for my childhood had been 
+ rather lonely experience. My parents, 
like many parents of the time, were some- 
what severe and rigid. They strictly super- 
vised all my friendships and activities. As 
a result, | had no close friends and only 
occasionally was allowed to play outdoors. 

The afternoon I was asked to become a 
Girl Scout was the happiest of my girl- 


» Se 


hood. .I felt I was like the others for the 
first time in my life. I looked around the 
schoolroom and felt that truly these othe: 
girls were my friends and I would always 
work to be a friend to all. 

That evening, in contrast, was my un- 
happiest and loneliest. My parents did not 
seem as taken with my being a Girl Scout 
as I did. In fact, they refused to let me 
join. Like many other parents of 1912. 
they disapproved of -young girls hiking 
through the woods, even chaperoned, 
learning to tie knots and build fires and. 
yes, “being a friend to all.” The next morn- 
ing, I had to tell the others I couldn't be 
a Scout. 

I didn't have an opportunity to return 
to Scouting until 1938 — 26 years later 
— when I was married and living in Mi!- 
burn, N.J. Wanting to do something to 
help my community, I volunteered m) 
services to the Township Girl Scout Coun- 
cil. Drawing on my experience as a secre 
tary, I was able to serve as registrar and 
keep the records of the now many local 
girls who had become Scouts. 

As-I stood on the platform in Boston 
that day in 1951, it seemed ironic that now 
— years later —I had just been elected 
President of the Girl Scouts and didn't 
know what to say. I felt that maybe | 
would have known’ what to say if | had 
been allowed to be a Girl Scout. | would 
have learned as a child how to lead and 
how to follow, how to stand up before 4

A LETTER TO MY SON 


BELFORD, N.J. 
OU’RE NEARLY 8 now, Matthew — a skinny, 
sensitive little boy who talks about being a 
doctor someday instead of, say, a cowboy or 
a jet pilot. You refer to medicine, doctors 
and hospitals in a matter-of-fact, adult manner that is 
strange in a child. And you already have a doctor's 
calm defiance of an old enemy: death. 

That, I suppose, is natural. For you have lived and 
fought with death for five years now — five long and 
dreadful years in which hospitals and the world of 
medicine have become as familiar to you as the school 
playground is to most children. 

Now, as I am writing, I don’t know whether your 
dream will ever become a reality. 

There still are long years ahead. Ambitions of 
childhood often fade. And — though your mother and 
I admit it only in our innermost hearts — your battle 
with death still is not over. 

But we have seen your courage and your will to 
live, and we have the hope and faith that did not perish 
even during the darkest moments of your illness. That 
is why I am writing this letter for you to read on some 
future day. 

Even now, you know what is wrong with you. You 

knew the name of your enemy when you were scarcely 
4 years old and your tongue stumbled clumsily over 
the pronunciation of nephrosis. 
e Of course, you don't understand just what nephrosis 
is, except that sometimes you get awfully sick and 
have to go to the hospital; that you have to eat special 
foods and take medicine; that you can't play out in 
the cold and snow like other boys and girls. 

Actually, though, even the doctors don’t know much 
more than you about nephrosis. They know it is either 
a disease of the kidneys or a disease that attacks the 
kidneys, that it generally occurs in children under 6 
— and that it is a bigger killer of children than polio, 
rheumatic heart or muscular dystrophy. 

But they don't know the cause of nephrosis, and 
they don't know a cure. The only faint hope they can 
give parents is that a nephrotic child has a 50-50 
chance to live. . 

Even at those grim odds, though, you've been lucky. 
For, not too many years ago — before the discovery 
of the antibiotic drugs — only 15 per cent of nephrosis

victims lived. These drugs do not cure the disease, but 
at least they help control such secondary infections as 
pneumonia and peritonitis. 

But I am getting ahead of my story, son. Let's get 
back to the beginning. 

it was early September, 1950. We had just returned 
to New Jersey from a three-week vacation on a serene 
Maine lake — you, your sister Judy, your mother and 
myself. 

I guess there never was a more carefree family. We 
had a nice home, a bank account, a good income, a 
late-model car nearly paid for. Then disaster struck. 

You had been a healthy child. Your only sickness 
had been a minor attack of chicken pox months be- 
fore. But now you awoke one night, violently ill. You 
were nauseated and delirious with a 104-plus fever. 
By morning, our blond 2-year-old son was unrecog- 
nizable. Your face was swollen into a grotesque, puffy 
mask, and your stomach was frighteningly bloated. 


The First Wrong Diagnosis 


Terrified, your mother telephoned our pediatrician 
— and your long and painful journey into the strange 
white world of hospitals began. 

You had, the doctor told us gravely, Bright's dis- 
ease. And so we followed the ambulance to the hos- 
pital in stunned silence. We knew that Bright's disease 
was a kidney ailment — that was all. In the weeks 
that followed, a series of conflicting diagnoses only 
served to confuse and torment us further. 

You were in the hospital more than two months that 
first time. Your body remained bloated by the swell- 
ing — edema, as it is known medically — which had 


puffed your normal 28 pounds into a sickening 50- — 


pound caricature. You were placed on a tasteless salt- 


_ free, sodium-free diet; in an effort to curb your body's 


almost daily laboratory tests and examinations by 
kidney specialists. And you began a daily dosage of 
antibiotics that was to continue without interruption 
for more than three years. 

Thanksgiving was a sad day that year. Your mother 
and I came to the hospital and tried to be gay and 
entertaining as we fed you your saltless turkey dinner. 
You only nibbled at the food. 


es a al — 


“I want to go home —I want to go home,” you 
cried as we left. And, back home, your mother and ! 
wept, too. 

A few days later, however, the world seemed to 
brighten. At first it was just a faint hope: your weight 
had dropped five pounds! Then, almost overnight, the 
edema disappeared, leaving a hollow-eyed little boy 
who bounced excitedly in his crib when we came to 
take him home. 

The long weeks in the hospital, the transfusions, 
laboratory tests, drags and special nursing and doctor's 
care had been costly. We had no hospitalization; our 
Savings were wiped out and-we were in debt. But that 
didn’t seem important then, for you seemed well again. 

In the background, of course, was a nagging WOrTy 
over the apparent inability of the doctors to agree on 
a diagnosis. Bright's disease, we learned, was a g¢e"- 
eralized term for kidney diseases. And that original 
diagnosis had been quickly changed to glomerulo- 
nephritis, and later to pyelo-nephritis. 

Two weeks later, as the chill of early winter set in, 
you came down with a cold. Within 48 hours the 
edema had returned and you were back in the hospital, 
too sick even to fret about leaving home once more. 
That night, when we tiptoed in to see you, we found 
you im an oxygen tent. The cold had flared into 
pneumonia. 

But you didn’t die. Somehow, somewhere, you 
found the strength to fight off your enemy. Two weeks 
later, after the edema once more had subsided, you 
were ready to return home and our doctor called us 
in for a conference. 

“I'm convinced we finally have a correct diagnos!s 
in Matthew's case,” he said. “Your son has nephrosis.” 

We sat there bewildered. Bright's disease, nephritis 
and now nephrosis. We had never heard of nephrosis. 

Patiently, the doctor explained that childhood 
nephrosis is a disease that not only involves the kid- 
neys but also attacks the basic functions of many 
other parts of the body — a disease marked by a lack 
of normal proteins in the blood and an abnormal 
amount of protein in the urine. | 

“In other words,” the doctor said, “the diseas¢ 
drains away proteins that normally build up strength 
in the bodies of growing children.”

At last the outlook is good— 


but how long will it stay that'way ? 


He added that the edema, the terrible 
swelling, was only a symptom of the disease, 
caused by the accumulation of liquids your 
kidneys could not dispose of properly. Your 
real enemies were much more serious — 
for nephrosis can lead to malnutrition, 
anemia, retarded growth and muscular de- 
velopment, fatally high blood pressure, 
heart disease and total kidney failure. And 
nephrosis has deadly allies: pneumonia, 
peritonitis, influenza, even colds. 

“These secondary infections kill as many 
nephrotic children as the disease itself,” the 
doctor said. 

Kill! 

“Do you mean Matthew might die?” your 
mother asked in a small trembling voice. 

The doctor shuffled papers on his desk 
uneasily. “I wish I could assure you that 
Matthew will get well,” he said finally, “but 
I can't. Based on the few facts we know 
about nephrosis, he has a 50-50 chance.” 

At first we simply could not grasp that 
Statement. The doctor continued: There ts 
no cure for your son... He may outgrow 
the disease, but there is no way of knowing 


... He will be sick a long time . . . He must 
be guarded against colds . . . 

But it didn't seem possible he was talking 
about you. 

It still didn’t seem possible when we 
drove you home from the hospital later. 
There was a touch of color in your cheeks 
and you babbled excitedly at the snow- 
crusted wonders of the outside world — 
icicles hanging from eaves, steaming car 
exhausts, children throwing snowballs. 

That might, though, the full meaning of 
the doctor’s words hit us. You cried out in 
a fitful sleep, and your mother went to your 
room to make sure you were warm. When 
she returned, she was crying. 

“Why has God done this to our boy — 
how can God be so cruel?” she asked. “Why 
did it have to be Matthew?” 

I didn’t answer. What could I say? 

But there were no more tears after that. 
Death had come, like an alien army, to lay 
siege to our home. And our only defense 
was faith and a father and mother’s love. 
There were no idle moments. You had to be 
kept on a strict diet, guarded constantly 
against colds. You had to be kept in bed, 
even though you couldn't understand why 

A month later, despite all our precau- 
tions, another cold put you back in the hos- 
pital. It was the same discouraging story 
a new flare-up of the swelling, more violent 
abdominal pains, more high fever, a re- 
newed onset of anemia with another trans- 


fusion, more tests, specialists — and bills. 

“Doctor,” I demanded, “isn’t there some- 
thing we can do?” 

He repeated the same old refrain; No 
cure, no dosage except antibiotics . . . “But,” 
he added, “a warmer climate, where there 
is less danger of colds and respiratory in- 
fection, might help.” 

We grasped that straw without hesitation. 
Uprooting our home ties in the East, we 
moved to Los Angeles, where I had worked 
as a newspaperman before the war. The 
move put us deeper in debt, but the change 
of climate, we were certain, would’ work 
miracles. 

Miracles don't happen that easily, we 
learned. And“death moves with you across 
the miles. During the next two years you 
were in the hospital 10 more times. Twice 
more you were stricken with pneumonia, 
and once you were placed on the “hopeless 
list with peritonitis. 

Some things stand out in the nighimare 
memories of those years. 

I remember the doctors — the high- 
priced specialist who told us bluntly he was 
too busy to handle a hopeless case; the head 
of a famous Eastern medical school who 
took time out from a crowded convention 
schedule to travel 25 miles to your hospital! 
bed; the understanding. doctor who woul’ 
drop by our home for an evening visi! s¢’- 
eral times a week. 

I remember the midnight your mothe! 
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and I bundled your swollen, pain-racked 
body in blankets and rushed you to the 
hospital — and how, after three doctors had 
finished their examination, you astounded 
them by sitting up and asking matter-of- 
factly: 

“What's wrong with me, doctor?” 

It was peritonitis that time. And you 
further astounded the doctors by getting 
well after they had given up hope. 

I remember another Thanksgiving, when 
your mother telephoned me at work to re- 
port you had just been taken to the hospital 
with pneumonia, and the struggle had in 
writing a cheerful Thanksgiving story for 
the paper that day. 

I remember people staring in pity at your 
swollen face and body when we'd take you 
to the doctor’s office or clinic; a playmate 
asking with childhood’s innocent cruelty, 
“Why is Matthew's face so funny?”; the 
way your new Easter suit wouldn't quite 
stretch over your bloated body. 


We Weren't Alone 


I remember the day your mother and | 
walked into your hospital room and found 
you had a companion-in-misery — a little 
girl horribly swollen with nephrosis, sob- 
bing for her mother. And the time, a few 
days later, when we found her bed empty. 
She had died during the night. 

That was our first real awareness that 
other parents were going through the same 
ordeal. Later, in our visits to clinics and 
our acquaintance with chapters of a newly 
formed National Nephrosis Foundation, we 
were to learn just how widespread this little- 
publicized disease is. 

All those unpleasant memories are in the 
past now — permanently, we pray. For the 
time came when months passed without a 
flare-up of the nephrosis. Even the swelling, 
which had disfigured you for so long, sub- 
sided completely. And at last the doctors 
told us: 

“Matthew has a good chance for com- 
plete recovery!” 

Nearly two years passed without an at- 
tack. You were taken off the salt-free diet, 
and the only time you went back on anti- 
biotics was when you had a cold. You even 
were permitted to enter school. 


It was in the spring of 1954 that doctors 
in California said you were well enough to 
withstand the harsh Eastern winters again. 
We returned to New Jersey to pick up the 
roots of our disrupted lives. Then, last 
winter, you suffered a recurring attack that 
put you in the hospital for more than a 
month. There was only slight edema, but 
the blood and urine tests showed a serious 
flare-up of the nephrosis. 

There was the same. bleak despair, the 
same unanswerable questions, the same ex- 
pensive routine of antibiotics, laboratory 
tests and specialists. 

You weathered the attack, though, and 
were able to return to school on days when 
the weather wasn't too bad. On stormy 
days, you did your schoolwork at home. 

And with spring, miraculously — for the 
first time since you had been stricken so 
long ago — your tests came out completely 
normal. They still do. The doctors say you 
will be completely recovered if the tests 
remain normal for another six months. 

So now is a time of anxious waiting — 
and a summing up of what this battle with 
death has cost. 

On a dollars-and-cents basis, nephrosis 
has cost us more than $15,000, driven us 
hopelessly into debt and forced us eventu- 
ally into bankruptcy. 

Then there have been the home tensions 
resulting from constant worry and fear; the 
shuttling back and forth across country; 
the financial drain on relatives and friends 
who sought to help; the strain of holding as 
many as three jobs at a time in a vain at- 
tempt to keep up with the mounting tide of 
bills. Such things defy summing up. 

In any case, son, it has been worth it. 
For today you are still alive and your 
chances of growing to manhood are bright. 
We could ask no more. 

And, with the growth of the National 
Nephrosis Foundation, there is hope that 
some day there will be enough money to 
sustain a broad research program aimed at 
learning the secrets of this mysterious killer. 

Perhaps, on some distant day when you 
have become a doctor, you will be able to 
offer the frantic parents of a nephrotic child 
a cure — and not a faint 50-50 hope. 

That, Matthew, is our prayer today. @&

New idea in highway safety can cut accidents in half 


WESTPORT, CONN. 
“Why didn’t somebody think of this before?” 
That comment from a motorist sums up 
the general reaction to a new type of highway 
safety device — the white shoulder line. It 
was developed by Dr. John V. N. Dorr, of 
this New York suburb, an internationally 
known metallurgical engineer and industrial- 
ist, who is also a crusader for traffic safety. 

Highway experts say that the right-hand 
guideline is helping to eliminate one of the 
chief hazards of driving — particularly at 
night. If, you're a careful motorist, you know 
the problem all too well. 

Like the man in the car above, you're feel- 
ing your way along an unfamiliar two-lane 
highway on a rainy night. Glare from ap- 
proaching headlights makes it hard for you 
to get your bearings. If you hug the center 
line you may get sideswiped; if you bear too 
far to the right you may hit a soft shoulder. 

On four- or six-lane highways the problem 
is not as critical, but it still exists. The tend- 
ency there, experts find, is for the driver to 
stay too close to the dividing line on his left 
and thus “squeeze” cars in the other lanes. 
This results in “sideswipe — same direction” 
accidents. 

Sideswipes, traffic reports show, have been 
line was suggested by Dr. Dort. He first pro- 
posed a test on a Connecticut highway, offer- 
ing to pey for the painting. The test was so 
successful that it was tried on a dangerous, 
twisting stretch of a nearby highway in New 
York state, where it cut down accidents 55 
per cent. 


Today, 22 states are actively interested in 
this plan, a project of the Dorr Foundation. 
And President Eisenhower's Committee for 
Traffic Safety recently recommended the plan 
for study by the Joint Committee on Uniform 
Traffic Control Devices. 

Among the states now using or testing the 
white shoulder marker are Arizona, Connecti- 
cut, Maryland, New Jersey, Massachusetts, 
Utah and Mississippi. New Jersey is using it 
on major highways and has marked nearly 
all of ts two-lane blacktop roads (some 274 
miles). Utah has marked approximately 
1,000 miles of highway, while Arizona is con- 
sidering a proposal to paint shoulder lines on 
1,184 miles of its intrastate road system. 

How the shoulder line can affect your driv- 
ing is reflected in these conclusions

This magnificent specimen with the regal ruff is a prima 
donna of the pigeon. world and one of the oldest of 
breeds. It ts said to have originated in ancient times on 
the island of Cyprus in the Mediterranean. Later inbreed- 
ing (to improve color) kept flocks small, and today the 
species ts comparatively rare. Currently there are only 
about a score of Jacobin breeders in this country. 

Strictly a show type, the Jacobin is temperamental and 
hard to raise. Thanks to their luxurious plumage, adult 
birds occasionally have trouble feeding their young 

About the size of an ordinary pigeon, the Jacobia hes 
a white head and tail feathers and white flight feathers 
(the outer feathers on the wings). Other parts of the body 
may be red, yellow, blue-black or buff. The eyes are 
pearl-colored. 

The bird’s chief glory is its ruff, which consists of the 
mane (a crest along the upper back), the hood (feathers 
arching over the head) and the “chain” (a feathery col- 
lar on each side of the head extending down to the chest) 
These are the bird’s important show points. | 

Like the peacock, the Jacobin best displays the full 
beauty of its ruff under stress of excitement. Facing the 
camera, PARADE’ Cover bird — considered a particularly 
good specimen and worth upwards of $300 — strutted 
like a society matron in ermine. .

is eventually taken in charge by Madam 
Fauna, the lusty proprietress of the Bear Flag 
Cafe, who tries to bring her up as a lady. 

When Suzy, broke and hungry. breaks a 
store window to steal some food, she cuts her 
hand. Looking for help, she wanders into the 
ramshackle office of “Doc,” a footloose young 
medico who reached Skid Row via the bottle 
route and became one of its leading citizens 
Doc binds up Suzy’s hand, and their first 
meeting touches off the romance around 
which the show’s plot revolves. 

In her very first Broadway show, Judy co- 
stars with Helen Traubel (Madam Fauna), 
a former leading singer of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company, and William Johnson 
(Doc), one of Broadway's top musical- 
comedy singers. Interviewed during a recent 
rehearsal break, Judy gave the impression of 
walking around with her head in the clouds 
— and her feet on good solid earth. Just 23, 
she stands 5S’ 7'2”\("im high heels”) and 
weighs |15 pounds. Her measurements are 
35-23-34. She has blue-black hair, a flawless 
complexion and hazel eyes that snap and 
sparkle when she talks about the theater. 

“| was born with show business in my 
blood,” says Judy. “My mother was a Zieg- 
feld Follies dancer during the ‘20s and Dad 
was a musician. They nevé@ tried to push me 
into show business, but I sort of went along 
on my own. I studied dancing and dramatics, 
played bit parts in movies and sang in night 
clubs. This show is my really big break. I 
got it because Reginald Hammerstein, Oscar's 
brother, saw me in a TV show and suggested 
me for the role of Suzy. 

“At the audition for Mr. Rodgers and Mr. 
Hammerstein | sang three songs — Why 
Shouldn't 1?, Lost in His Arms and Richard 
Rodgers’ own Funny Valentine. That was 
breaking the rules, because Mr. Rodgers re- 
fuses to listen to anyone singing his own 
songs at an audition. 

“Was I nervous? Oh, horribly. But when | 
finished, Mr. Hammerstein applauded. Then 
I knew. After that, the whole stage could have 


caved in on top of me and I still would have . 


been happy. That's the only way | can de- 
scribe how I felt.” : 
Evidently this feeling is still going on. But 
Judy does have one reservation about her 
role in Pipe Dream: “No dancing. It's a very 
heavy singing and acting part. Miss Traubel 


has helped me wonderfully by giving me free 
vocal lessons.” 

Another person who has helped Judy cre- 
ate the role of Suzy is John Steinbeck himself. 

“When he explained Suzy’s background to 
me,’ Judy says, “the character became clear. 
Suzy, he told me, is from a lousy background 
and has been kicked around. She's hard, cyni- 
cal and callous, but that’s only a’shell 

“Suzy 1s really lonely and frightened. She's 
sensitive, highly emotional and a girl of great 
warmth. And — thanks to Mr. Steinbeck’s 
analysis of her character — I'm beginning to 
live this girl. All of my problems seem to be 
Susie's and all of Susie's are mine. | guess if 
youd ask my husband he'd say I'm getting 
hard to live with. But maybe not, because 
he’s very sympathetic.” 

Judy has been married for five years 
(“come Christmas Eve’) to Colin Romoff, a 
vocal coach, arranger and conductor. 

“We met when | went to his studio for 
vocal lessons,” she relates. “Yes—it was 
love at first sight and we were married two’ 
months later. We live in a small apartment in 
Manhattan. It’s our hole in the wall where we 
sleep and change our clothes.” 


Pompey Sings, Too 

It also is the abode of Pompey, Judy's big 
black pedigreed French poodle, who sings. 

“When I practice,” Judy explains, “I say, 
‘Sing, Pompey.’ He waits until I hit a high 
note, then sits up and tries it, too.” 

Outside of career hours, Judy and her hus- 
band try to live as much like “normal people” 
as they can. They go to the movies, play 
Monopoly and watch television. * 

“I have just one extravagance,” Judy con- 
fides.

Two years ago this Southern Illinois town 
was almost prostrate. Its lifeblood, the 
six coal mines in town and the 22 in sur- 
rounding Saline County, had played out. 
Businesses were failing, houses falling 
into disrepair. People had begun to move 
away. Even those who stayed had to com- 
mute as much as 150 miles to find work. 
But today Eldorado hums busily. Auto 
dealers sold more cars in the first six 
months of this year than they did in all 
1954. What with building, remodeling and 


carpenters have scarcely taken . 


repairing, 

a day off all year. People are mapping 
trips to Florida. Several teenagers who 
had expected to go to work are attending 
college instead. 

The reason for this sudden binge is oil, 
a real bonanza of “black gold” — and in 
what one geologist calls “as bad a place to 
look for oil as any I know of.” Eldorado 
today is a jungle of oil rigs and pipelines. 
At last count, there were 300 wells in 
Eldorado Township (including one in a 


. 
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schoolyard, one in a churchyard and one 
in the city cemetery) producing 30,000 
barrels a day at $3 a barrel. Eldoradoans 
are reaping profits for drilling rights, dam- 
ages to property and, of course, royalties, 
which recently began to stream in. The 
average royalty payment is about $70 a 
month. (One family already has received 
more than $70,000.) But the impact on 
4,500 lives is stronger than money can 
measure. “Eldorado will never be the 
same,” old residents murmur. 
A few months ago, the part-time pastor 
resigned at the College Heights Baptist 
Church, which has one well on its prop- 


erty and shares in the income from an- 
other. The ion immediately 
began shopping for a full-time man, feel- 
ing it could afford hie anlary mow . The 
town's only hotel, the American Howe 
(18 rooms, $2 a day), hasn't had a va- 
conty Sahay gute Restaurants hired 
enten halos tho.

to clear property titles. And yet Eldorado 
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has little of the famous boom-town flavor. 

“The town has stayed clean,” says 
Grace Karnes, editor of the Eldorado Ex- 
aminer. “We're a dry town and people go 
home early. We don't have any drunks or 
any kind of wildness. The oil people are 
fine folks. They behave well and respect 
people's property. Whatever damage they 
have to do, they fix up.” 

One family received $2,000 for their 
home when oilmen decided it was located 
on a good spot for drilling. They were put 
up in the hotel, all expenses paid, and 
given movie tickets three nights a week. 
When the well was completed, the house 
was moved back and presented to them 
as a gift. 

Other families were less handsomely 
treated. When news of the oil boom first 
broke, land speculators swept into town, 
buying up mineral rights cheap ($5 an 
acre then, up to $1,000 now) or taking 
advantage of property owners in fine print. 
some residents found, to their dismay, 
that they didn’t own the mineral rights to 
their property; they had been reserved 
when the town was first laid out back in 
the 1870s and long since forgotten. 

Actually, no one had paid much atten- 
‘ion to mineral rights, although the first 
well in Eldorado was sunk in 1941. It 
Produced more water than oil. About 
‘952. a new drilling procedure made it

possible to drill in previously unprofitable 
areas. The boom developed gradually. By 
April, 1954, the town was full of crews 
and speculators. “It was a real ball for a 
while,” recalls Virgil Kay, editor-publisher 
of The Oil Reporter. “It wasn't uncommon 
for four or five guys to stop at the same 
farmhouse or town lot, all fighting to buy 
up the mineral rights.” 

In self-defense, Eldoradoans began to 
learn oilmen’s language. They became ex- 
perts on drilling and hydro-fracturing 
and overrides. Even the children learned 
oil-field slang. The real experts were those 
who shared in “communitized” setups. 


Under Illinois law, only one well can be 
drilled for each 10 acres; since there are 
48 lots in 10 acres, the profits from the 
well must be split that many ways. Even a 
1/48 split guarantees a little extra money. 

“It’s as good as having a new industry,” 
says Gill Montgomery, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Montgomery has 
been working on a program called “Opera- 
tion Bootstraps,” begun before the oil 
boom and designed to attract new indus- 
tries. A hot prospect now is an oil-equip- 
ment firm. The oil boom gives Mont- 
gomery a good talking point. 

The oil is expected to last 20 years, and 
another industry should underwrite the 
future. But for some, even the oil boom 
came too late. One woman with a highly 
profitable well is dying of cancer. “It's 
made things a little easier for me and my 
wife,” says retired farmer John J. Jones, 
77. “But we're really too old for it to have 
any effect on us.” 

And one man told PARADE he was im- 
patient to get that first royalty check. 
“Five minutes after that check comes in 
I'm going to be in the bank cashing it,” 
he said. “Five minutes after that I'm going 
to be in my car heading out of this town. 
And, mister, they ain't ever going to see 
me again.” 

But bitterness is rare in Eldorado. More 
typical are the comments of Mrs. Phebe 


Bradley, 81, who considers the oil boom 
the greatest thing that ever happened. It's 
not just the money, although she has two 
shares in a communitized well. “When it 
first came in,” she says, “the young men 
on the rig jokified at me, getting rich and 
all that. They helped me up on the plat- 
form to see it. | got my shoes all full of oil. 
The drillers were nice people. They ate 
their dinners on my porch and used the. 
ashes from my coal stove to keep the plat- 
form from being too slick. Then they car- 
ried in the coal for me. I wish I had an- 
other lot for them to drill on.” *

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Shortly after Kenneth Wickes, a World 
War I veteran, deserted his wife, Mrs. 
Wickes began to consider herself a 
widow. This thought led to another: 
Why shouldn't she get Wickes’ veteran's 
pension? To her, it seemed logical 
enough. Kenneth was certainly gone. 
She was lonely. Money was scarce. 

There was one difficulty: a death 

certificate is required with pension ap- 
plications. The state of Pennsylvania, 
where the Wickeses lived, would hardly 
issue a certificate withqut the corpse. 
But Mrs. Wickes was ingenious. For a 
single dollar, she bought a legitimate 
death certificate from a _ bereaved 
acquaintance. For a few cents more, 
she acquired a bottle of ink eradicator. 
Careful work replaced the original 
name on the death document with that 
of Kenneth Wickes. 

For 15 years, this simple little hoax 
supplied “Widow” Wickes with a nice 
monthly income. Then Kenneth incon- 
siderately died again — this time for 
real. Immediately a second Mrs. Wickes 
applied for burial funds and pension. 
Unhappily, innocent Mrs. Wickes No. 
2 got all the bad breaks. The Veterans 
Administration couldn't recognize her 
marriage, since Kenneth had neglected 
to divorce his first wife. 

As for wife No. 1, she no longer 
needed a pension. She was neck-deep 
in trouble with Uncle Sam. 


The Wickes fraud was exposed by 
one of the most remarkable investiga- 
tion teams in government: the Identifi- 
cation and Detection Division of the 
VA's Investigation Service. Made up of 
only three men, this unit handled 
$2,500,000 worth of fraud-suspect 
cases last year and regularly saves U.S. 
taxpayers between $75,000 and $200,- 
000 a month, or an average of some- 
where around $5,000 a day. As the fig-

ures show, a good many people try to 
hoodwink the Veterans Administration 
— but not many get away with it. 
Philip Schmitz, an ex-FBI man and 
a veteran, runs the I & D Division.

“Just when 
you think you have all the answers,” he 
explains, “just when you think you've 
seen everything, a new case comes 
along with a brand-new twist.”

cian. His veteran patients seemed to 
make an enormous number of office 
visits, for which he dunned the VA. 
Suspicious I & D men checked the pa- 
tients, then moved in on the doctor's 
books. He admitted at once that his 
records had been altered, but blamed a 
former office assistant. The handwriting 
was carefully photographed and meas- 
ured. I & D concluded that the doctor 
had made all the entry alterations him- 
self. Before the trial, he changed his 
plea to guilty. 

A somewhat similar piece of trickery 
sent Benjamin Pasternack to jail for 
three years and cost him a $10,500 
fine. His drugstore, located just around 
a corner from the New York City VA 
office, had filled 13,000 medical pre- 
scriptions for VA outpatients. A sam- 
pling of 160 bills, submitted to the 
Government for payment, showed 
erasures and price alterations. 

Then there was the non-veteran who 
felt it would be helpful to be one. He 
had a great faith in documents. Work- 


ing with genuine discharge papers of 
a veteran, he applied ink eradicator 
liberally, made 26 alterations and gave 
himself a fine military record as well 
as an honorable discharge. But he got 
no veterans’ benefits on the forged 
papers. His alterations were quickly 
spotted. 

Some would-be forgers attempt 
amazingly transparent tricks. Schmitz 


remembers one who altered census 
birth records trying to increase his pen- 
sion. He turned in a document with part 
of the printing crudely scraped off. 

Of course, the vast majority of VA 
applications bear no taint of fraud. 
Authorities estimate that more than 95 
per cent of the millions paid out by the 
VA goes to legitimate beneficiaries. 
Even the questionable cases that cross

At least one ex-Marine is drawing a 
pension on | & D certification simply 
because he saved an irregular piece of 
metal which a doctor took out of his 
hide after the war. He sent the slug to 
the VA as evidence of a battle wound 
never entered in his record. In the 1 & D 
laboratory, tests proved beyond doubt 
that it was a smashed bullet from a 
Jap rifle. 

Of the 5 per cent who collect VA 
benefits fraudulently, few go perma- 
nently undiscovered. Nevertheless, this 
5 per cent keeps I & D busy. For every 
new benefit, for every change in regula- 
tions, there may be someone who has 
figured out a new scheme to flimflam 
Uncle Sam. 

One former Congressman put in a 
disability claim on the grounds that war 
service had impaired his ability to be- 
come a father. Not until he campaigned

ishly withdraw the claim. 

Sometimes swindlers invest great 
effort for a piddling return. A crooked 
VA attorney in Houston could have 
made more money with less effort shin- 
ing shoes. Forging the names of under- 
takers, ministers, cemetery managers 
and beneficiaries, he went after the 
$150 death benefits due each veteran's 
next of kin. (His reason: such benefi- 
ciaries frequently fail to file a Claim.) 
The attorney had to set up a dozen or 
more different mail addresses and 
worked for three years to take in 
$1,500. Then he got caught. 

Occasionally, of course, the crooks 
go in for big deals. Leslie Stout, a for- 
mer VA clerk in the section processing 
claims for GI insurance, tried for the 
top prize: a lump-sum insurance pay- 
ment of $10,000. 

Knowing the routine of his old office, 
Stout walked in past the guards one 
afternoon, picked an approved $10,000 
voucher out of a bin, stole a blank 
voucher and departed. Then he rented 
d cheap room under the name of the 
beneficiary, forged the blank voucher, 
returned to his former office and 
dropped the forged voucher back in its 
proper bin. To keep the real beneficiary 
quiet. he forged a letter saying the pay- 
ment would be delayed 30 days. 

Soon the brown window envelope 
with the green $10,000 check arrived 
al Stout's rooming house. Stout braz- 
enly cashed the check at the Treasury 
Department itself, using an old and 
altered VA identification card. 

Meanwhile the real beneficiary 
wailed his 30 days, then wrote a com 
Plaint to the VA. That uncovered the 
thet —— but not the thief.
